In Field Museum News, our attention 


’ was recently arrested by a contribution on 


“The Origin and Antiquity of American In- 

dians,” from the pen of Paul S. 
Cut from Martin, assistant curator of 
the Loaf North American Archeology. 

A particularly interesting 
paragraph was that in which anthropolo- 
gists were said to have designated three 
grand divisions of humanity, the Caucasoid, 
the Negroid, and the Mongoloid, the same 
divisions indicated in the inspired record 
quoted above. The sons of Japheth, the 
Caucasoid, journeyed to the north and 
northwest; the sons of Ham, or the Ne- 
groid, journeyed to the south and south- 
west; and the sons of Shem, the Mon- 
goloid, remained at the starting place or 
journeyed to the south or southeast. The 
record of these journeyings and settlements 
is given in the tenth chapter of Genesis, the 
only accurate record in existence of the 
origin of the nations. Rawlinson says that 
the Christian may with confidence defy his 
adversaries to point out any erroneous or 
impossible statements in that entire chapter 
from its commencement to its close. 

We do not require the confirmation of 
modern anthropologists in order to believe 
the Word of God, but it is pleasing to 
harken to it and to pass it on to the younger 
generation who may need it more than we. 

Mr. Martin, quoted above, seems to think 
that the American Indians are a branch of 
the Mongoloid division of humanity. But 
he is careful to say that this does not mean 
that they are Chinese in origin, but only 
that they and the Mongelians both sprang 
from an original proto-Mongoloid stem or 
ancestry.

Chicago is glorying in A Century of 
Progress Exposition just forty years after 
the great World’s Fair. In those days, 

Jesus Christ was exalted among 
Then the millions who flocked hither 
and __sfrom every part of the globe. D. L. 
Now Moody was here then, and R. A. 

Torrey was superintendent of the 
Moody Bible Institute, though it was not 
then called by that name. The leading 
Protestant churches of the city had strong 
outspoken evangelical preachers in their 
pulpits. There were laymen in the pews, 
men and women of means, who believed 
in the Bible and in the gospel of salvation 
and who were zealous for the souls of men. 
There were great evangelists and Bible 
teachers in the United States and other 
parts of the world who could be called 
upon to co-operate with Moody and Torrey 
in ministering to the peoples’ need, and 
they came from the British Isles, from 
France and Germany and elsewhere. Lord 
Overton provided the money to add two 
stories to the large dormitory of the In- 
stitute to house the workers during the 
campaign. And campaign it was. Churches 
and theaters were commandeered. Tents 
were erected. Outdoor meetings were held. 
Cottage meetings were added. Jails and 
hospitals were invaded. Hundreds of thou- 
sands were reached, and while no record 
of conversions could be kept, yet there 
must have been many thousands who de- 
cided for Christ. 

This time how different! The succes- 
sors of Moody and Torrey in the Institute 
began to think and to plan more than two 
years ago. But there was a different kind 
of men in the local pulpits, and they saw 
things differently. Laymen were more in- 
terested in giving their money to educa- 
tion and social welfare work. Great evange- 
lists and Bible teachers, where were they? 
And D. L. Moody had no successor. 

There is a Christian Business Men’s 
Committee standing back of a daily thea- 
ter meeting and tent meetings in different 
parts of the city. There are one or two 
godly women who have become a center 









around which some young people of the 
churches are rallying for personal work. 
Miss Utley, the girl preacher, has been en- 
gaged for a series of tent meetings by the 
churches in one of the suburbs. The large 
Moody Memorial Church has meetings 
planned with different speakers for every 
week of the Exposition. The Moody Bible 
Institute has started a Saturday evening 
gospel meeting to which students are bring- 
ing in the people, and it is also keeping a 
kind of open house for its alumni, mis- 
sionaries on furlough, and other visitors. 
Also during August, its vacation month, 
it is putting on extra daily meetings for 
Bible study and evangelism. 

Thus something a little out of the ordi- 
nary is being done. Nevertheless, the ’an- 
cient men” among us, who saw the glory 
of the other days, are ready to weep with 
a loud voice. Like the builders of the sec- 
ond Temple, this, in comparison with that, 
is as nothing. Pray for us therefore, breth- 
ren, that the Lord may be with us as He 
was with them, according to the word that 
He covenanted with our fathers, “My Spirit 
remaineth with you, fear ye not” (Hag. 
2:3-5). Little is much when God is in it.

We now know what this “ism” is. We 
have listened to platform addresses con- 
cerning it, and have read magazine articles, 
and even tackled a book of 
some three hundred pages 
purporting to expound it, 
but all in vain. 

However, this spring the religious hu- 
manists, who still differ from the literary 
humanists, came together on common 
ground and set forth their articles of faith, 
which according to Time are these: 


Humanism 


The universe is self-existing, not cre- 
ated. 

Man is part of nature, product of his 
culture, his environment, his social herit- 
age. The traditional dualism of mind 
and body must be rejected. 

The humanist eschews theism, deism, 
modernism, “new thought,” and instead 
of feeling religious emotions concen- 
trates on human life—labor, art, science, 
philosophy, love, friendship, recreation. 

Humanism is for “a socialized and 
co-operative economic order—a _ shared 
life in a shared world.” Its adherents 
say that it will: “Affirm life rather 
than deny it . . . seek to elicit the pos- 
sibilities of life, not flee from it... 
establish the conditions of a satisfactory 
life for all, not merely for the few.” 

It may further interest our readers to 
learn that the great preacher of humanism 
is Rev. Charles F. Potter, D.D., of New 
York, one-time Baptist, Unitarian and 
Universalist. Minneapolis also has a simi- 
lar preacher in Rev. John Hassler Diet- 
rich, who after eighteen years has now 
something like two thousand followers. The 
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journalist, Harry Elmer Barnes, is a leader 
in the movement, and so are John Dewey, 
the philosopher, Albert C. Diffenbach, one- 
time editor of the Christian Register (Uni- 
tarian), Robert Morss Lovett, of the New 
Republic, President Howard M. Shipley, 
of the Science League of America, and 
Joseph Walker, one-time candidate for gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts. These are men 
of brain, as the saying is, but the love of 
the truth is received by the heart through 
the brain, and this calls for the new birth.

We have been asked to state the differ- 
ence between these two theories and we 
think that of the lexicon is as satisfactory, 
and certainly as terse, as 
any. 

Communism is there de- 
fined as a theory which 
would abolish all private 
property and give the community absolute 
control in all matters pertaining to labor, 
religion, social relations, and everything 
else. It is in fact an extreme phase of 
socialism shading into anarchy, and was 
exemplified in France after the overthrow 
of Napoleon. 

Socialism, on the other hand, is simply 
the democratic ownership of the main in- 
struments of wealth, for the benefit of all 
—land, transportation, mines, mills, etc.

We were interested in a New York 
Times review of a recent book, Modern 
Industrial Organization, by Dr. Herbert 
Von Beckerath, professor of 
Economics at Bonn, Ger- 
many. It seems like a reac- 
tion against the socialistic 
trend, as the author takes 
the ground that private capitalistic indus- 
try is the only economic organization able 
to retain the civilized standards of closely 
populated industrial countries. Private in- 
dustry, in his opinion, is superior to gov- 
ernment industry, and he believes it not 
only desirable but probable that the ma- 
terial interests of industrial peoples will 
bring back the former to its proper place 
in the consciousness of mankind. 

Professor Von Beckerath does not hold 
that industry under all conditions is able 
to function more efficiently without gov- 
ernmental interference, nor do we, but he 
believes that the present tendency towards 
ever-increasing government control throws 
the two out of balance. The personalities 
of business leaders can never be dropped 
from our economic process without serious 
loss to rich and poor alike, in our humble 
judgment. - - & 


This new phenomenon in our political life 
is one of several new things that have burst 
upon us with the new administration at 

Washington. President Roose- 
About the velt did not create it, but find- 
“Brain ing it ready to hand is using 
Trust” it. Naturally, the profession 

of professors is feeling fine, 
but it as been left for the youngest of the 
major college presidents, Dr. Hutchins, of 
Chicago University, to tell us just how 
fine that is. He was addressing the Bank- 
er’s Club, in New York, and scoffed at the 
idea that the professor had become a prac- 
tical man, as perhaps some one had thought- 
lessly observed. Not so, “practical men,” 
said he, “are those who practice the errors 
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of their forefathers.” The professor “stud- 
ies the practices of practical men,” but “if 
he wishes to stay right he does not practice 
them.” 

President Hutchins’ explanation of the 
rightness of the professor is what struck 
us. It is “because his sole desire is to be 
right; he has no axes to grind; he can 
‘pursue the truth for its own sake, and he 
is secure in his job no matter what his 
views are.” 

May we inquire, if the university pro- 
fessor’s sole desire is to be right, why he 
is found almost uniformly in opposition to 
the only righteous Man who ever lived, our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ? And if 
he has no axes to grind and is secure in 
his job no matter what his views are, why 
is he so seldom, if ever, found fighting the 
good fight of faith? We venture to pre- 
dict that there is more than one university 
in this land where a professor, if he did 
that, would lose his job as soon as he could 
decently be relieved of it. 

And the Buffalo Courier-Express asks 
another question, namely, whether the pro- 
fessor has no axes to grind after he enters 
politics. And he has now entered that do- 
main very decidedly.

The International Reform Federation 
(Washington, D. C.) addressed a letter 
on June 5 to the President of the United 

States, which some of our 
The readers may not have seen, but 
President which will interest them. It 
Warned warned the President not to 

endorse the statement of Post- 
master-General Farley that “every income 
taxpayer in the United States will give the 
government $6.00 to $10.00 out of each 
$100 he earns this year, unless the Eight- 
eenth Amendment is repealed.” The letter 
went so far as to say to the President that 
such an act on his part would be a threat 
to the voters “in violation of the spirit of 
the Corrupt Practices Act and against 
various forms of bribery in election.” The 
President was urged further, to “allow the 
citizens of the several states to proceed with 
the election of delegates to the various 
state conventions without further action” 
on the part of himself or the members of 
his cabinet. 

We do not know the justification for 
such an address to the President, but we 
were glad to see that it contained a quota- 
tion from Samuel Crowther’s book to the 
effect that prohibition was an economic 
success increasing United States wealth 93 
per cent from 1914 to 1929, government 
revenue during the same period 444 per 
cent, bank deposits 230 per cent, and wages 
paid by manufacturers 168 per cent.

This cry is being heard again, and right- 
eously, we think. It is newspaper men who 
are now sounding the alarm, and charging 

that the right of free speech 


Radio is endangered by granting 
Monopoly radio privileges to private in- 

terests. This is the argument: 
The large majority of the cleared chan- 
nels in this country has been given over to 
two large chains which are so protected 
that their privilege cannot be used by any 
other agency. When the Constitution of 
the United States was framed, the influ- 
ence of a human voice was limited to a 
building or its range on a street corner, 


but now it may be multiplied a million 
times. Why, therefore, should not any in- 
dividual have the unhampered opportunity 
to thus express himself? Why should his 
basic rights be restricted by one or two 
groups representing private capital? 

Not only is this question a vital one as 
it concerns our social and political welfare, 
but far more so as it concerns our spiritual 
welfare. How much of the revealed Word 
of God, how much of the real gospel of 
salvation are the people of this land per- 
mitted to hear over its two great broad- 
casting chains? Who chiefly, are the men 
thus granted the right of way to be heard, 
and what is the character of their mes- 
sages? It is not a question primarily of cul- 
ture and learning, of interesting speech or 
even good moral and religious teaching—we 
get all that. But it is a question of our get- 
ting the word of eternal life which is able 
to save our souls. How much of that are 
we getting? We think we know the an- 
swer many of our readers would give to 
that question.

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“Of the Things Which Soon Must 


HILIP MAURO, the author of this 

book, is a member of the legal pro- 

fession, specializing in patent law. It 

was some years after reaching ma- 
turity that he found Christ as his Saviour, 
but almost immediately thereupon he en- 
listed voice and pen in stalwart defense of 
the Christian faith. In a volume published 
by him eight or nine years ago, there were 
advertised no less than seventy-six books 
and pamphlets of his authorship on various 
Bible and Christian themes, to which since 
then have been added many more. As such 
work must be, in the nature of the case, a 
by-product of his brain, one wonders how 
he finds time and strength to accomplish it. 
Nevertheless, he has put the Church in his 
debt, and whenever we have been able to 
do so, it has afforded us pleasure to com- 
mend what he wrote. 


But in the field of prophecy we have not 
been able to keep step with him, preferring 
as we do to take the prophets at their face 
value. This book is no exception to that 
rule, whose secondary title is “A Commen- 
tary on the Book of Revelation (An En- 
larged Edition of the Patmos Visions).” 
The last named volume was put forth by 
the author in 1925, but he informs us that 
subsequent study of the Scriptures and ob- 
servance of developments in world politics 
and economics have indicated to him the 
need of revision and additions, particularly 
in respect to “The Thousand Years” named 
in Revelation 20:1-10. That portion of his 
former work has been allowed to stand, 
however, for comparison with his present 
understanding of the subject, for which he 
refers the reader to chapter 15. 

A New Method? 

To chapter 15 we turned, to be told that 
the study of the Millennium (Rev. 20:1-10) 
was to proceed on a different method from 
any recent books on Bible prophecy, which 
he considered merely restatements of what 
had been previously published. While this 
is true to a certain extent and for obvious 
reasons, yet it is hardly less true we think, 
of this book. Probably no author at this 
late day, can claim anything broadly or 
essentially new in the interpretation of 
prophecy. It is only when he substitutes 
something else for interpretation that the 
originality appears. 

It would seem so here. On page 580, the 
author is speaking of pre- and postmii- 
lenarians as expecting an age of peace and 
prosperity to precede or follow the second 
advent of Christ. Many of these, he says, 
consider that the period 

“will be characterized by the fulfillment 
of the ancient Jewish dreams of restored 
nationalism, the destruction of all nat- 
ural enemies and world hegemony for 
the Jewish nation. Those Jewish expec- 
tations, which are founded upon a mis- 
called ‘literal’ interpretation of certain 
Old Testament prophecies, include the 
rebirth of Israel after the flesh.....” 
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Come to Pass” 


Editorial Book Review 


The italics are ours. We were surprised 
by the mention of “certain Old Testament 
prophecies,” and wondered what certain 
ones the author had in mind, inasmuch as 
about all the prophets—and there are six- 
teen of them—focus their predictions on the 
fact of a restored Israel, an end of Gentile 
dominion, and world hegemony for the 
Jews! Nor are such predictions limited to 
the books of the prophets distinctively, but 
are found in the historical books as well, in 
the writings of Moses, Samuel, David and 
Solomon. But even if this were not so, if 
there were only one “certain prophecy” of 
that character, were it not enough? Un- 
less in these later years our author’s think- 
ing has undergone a radical change, he 
could only answer that question in the 
affirmative. 

Literal and Figurative 

We were equally surprised to have him 
speak of “a miscalled ‘literal’ interpreta- 
tion.” Why, or how, “miscalled”? Those 
who hold the view he opposes have hitherto 
been condemned for their literal interpre- 
tation. Does he now mean to say that such 
interpretation is not literal, or does he con- 
fuse, as so many do, a system that assumes 
the historical reality of the events with the 
language in which the events are predicted? 
Had this necessary distinction been clear 
to him, might he possibly have written a 
different chapter on the Millennium? 

And then what about those “ancient Jew- 
ish dreams”? Is it possible that Modernism 
has so influenced this once defender of the 
faith, that he now regards the prophecy 
which “came not in old time by the will of 
man,” as only Jewish dreams? 

Dreams? It carries us back to Jehovali's 
denunciation of the false prophets that 
“prophesy lies in my name, saying, I have 
dreamed, I have dreamed.” They were the 
dreamers who were “prophets of the deceit 
of their own heart.” “The prophet that 
hath a dream, let him tell a dream; and he 
that hath my word, let him speak my word 
faithfully. What is the chaff to the wheat? 
saith the Lord” (Jer. 23:25-28). Is it con- 
ceivable that Jeremiah thus directed to de- 
nounce the dreamers was himself one of 
them? And yet of all the Old Testament 
prophets, none spoke more frequently or 
more plainly than he of restored national- 
ism, of the destruction of Gentile enemies, 
and world hegemony for the Jews.

We were interested to observe the num- 
ber of times the author mentions or quotes 
from the late Dr. Benjamin B. Warfield, 
of Princeton Seminary—eight times in this 
one chapter. Can any Bible student recall 
that this eminent theologian was ever 
recognized as an authority on prophecy? 
We do not recall it. His name brings to 
mind that of his even more eminent pre- 
decessor, the late Dr. Charles Hodge, and 
the frank explanation the latter gave of his 
failure to accept premillenarianism. It will 


be found in his Systematic Theology, Vol- 
ume 3, page 790, where speaking of the 
subject, he says, “It cannot adequately be 
discussed without a survey of all the pro- 
phetic teachings of the Old and New Testa- 
ments,” adding that the task is incapable of 
accomplishment “by any one who has not 
made such study a specialty.” This he had 
never done, or, as he modestly says, he did 
not possess the qualification for the work. 
Can this possibly be the reason that ex- 
plains our author’s view of the Millennium 
and his quotations from Dr. Warfield? 
We were specially attracted by one or 
two of those quotations in which Dr. War- 
field alluded to one Kliefoth (printed 
“Klieforth,” in the book, a proof-reader’s 
slip doubtless). This Theo. F. D. Klie- 
foth, was a German Lutheran divine (died 
1895) who wrote commentaries on Ezekiel, 
Daniel, Zechariah, and Revelation, as well 
as several other works. In one of these, 
however, he expresses an opinion, not 
quoted by Dr. Warfield or our author, 
which emphatically disposes of a chief un- 
derpinning of Mr. Mauro’s theory. 


When the Millennium Began? 


What is that theory? It is that the thou- 
sand years (Rev. 20:1-10), the Millennium, 
as we understand it, began at or near the 
time of the accession of Constantine to the 
throne of the Roman Empire, the time 
when Christianity became the state religion, 
the fourth century of the Christian era. 
This Mr. Mauro says, “is in perfect accord 
with what the Scriptures foretold as to the 
effect on the earth of the binding of Satan.” 
Also, he adds further, “there is nothing in 
Scripture or in history, so far as this writer 
is aware, in conflict with that view.” 

This theory is not original with Mr. 
Mauro, but was known as long ago as the 
close of the seventeenth century and was 
advocated by one Hugo Grotius, of the 
New Netherlands, a lawyer, like our au- 
thor, and interested in theology as a side- 
line. Mr. Mauro’s book in chapter 15 at 
least, does not quote Grotius, but we may 
be pardoned for the remark that, like Klie- 
foth, he too, knocks an underpinning from 
our author’s position. He held for ex- 
ample, that the Old Testament prophecies 
were not “ancient Jewish dreams” but real 
prophecies concerning Israel. 

But to Kliefoth. He contradicts our 
author’s main contention by the following 
unequivocal declaration: 

“So much is certain, namely, that the 
one thousand years of our prophecy be- 
gins with the visible appearing of Christ 
and His victory over Antichrist. Herein 
we agree with Bengel, Ewald, DeWette, 
Diisterdieck, Hofmann and his school, 
Ebrard, Auberlen, etc. All. expositions 
which put the one thousand years in this 
our present time-course, whether dated 
from the death of Christ, or from Con- 
stantine, or from Charlemagne, we 
must hold as a violation of the text.”*

No further consideration of chapter 15 is 
required to show our readers why we can- 
not keep step with Mr. Mauro in the in- 
terpretation of prophecy, and why we do 
not think this book would be of help to 
them but rather a hindrance in that study. 
However, we quote further from his Fore- 
word: 


“It will be found that the writer is 
not in agreement with the postmillen- 
nialists, who hold that there will be a 
thousand years of earthly peace and 
prosperity before our Lord’s second ad- 
vent; nor with the premillennialists, who 
hold there will be such a period follow- 
ing His second advent and preceding the 
new heavens and new earth; nor with 
the amillennialists, who hold that there 
is no millennium at all. The viewpoint 
of this exposition is neither preterist, 
nor historicist, nor futurist. So much 
as to what it is not. As to what it ts, 
we trust that they who shall have read 
thus far will be disposed to read further 
and ascertain for themselves.” 


This we undertook to do as well as we 
were able, and on page 601 we met this 
comment on II Peter 3:1-13: 


“These plain words certify to us that 
the coming of Christ not only brings the 
day of the judgment and perdition of 
ungodly men, but heralds also the pass- 


ing away of the heavens and earth, 
which now are, and the destruction by 
fire of the works that are in the earth. 
In the light of these clear statements it 
is not an exaggeration to say that 
nothing could be in greater contrast to 
the prophetic Scriptures than the doc- 
trine that the coming of the Lord will 
be followed by a millennium of earthly 
peace, prosperity and salvation.” 


“These plain words” of the apostle Peter 
are plain indeed, but their interpretation 
involves the consideration of their context 
and that context is the synthesis of all the 
prophets from Moses to John, from Genesis 
to the Apocalypse. 


Law of Double Reference 


Mr. Mauro himself recognizes that the 
sweep of the passage is stupendous, for as 
he tells us, “it reaches from the beginning 
of creation to the day of eternity.” That 
he should perceive this and yet find no 
room in it for the Millennium is certainly 
strange. The passage includes “the day of 
the Lord” (v. 10), a definite period of time 
known to both Testaments, and compre- 
hending the whole series of events begin- 
ning with the premillennial advent and end- 
ing with the destruction of the wicked, the 
final conflagration and general judgment. 
This last (the general judgment) inter- 
venes between the conflagration and the

renovation of the earth. This is its defini- 
tion in the Critical and Experimental Com- 
mentary (Jamieson, Fawcett and Brown). 
It is the view also of Nathaniel West, in 
Studies in Eschatology; Sir Robert Ander- 
son, in Forgotten Truths; Pastor Stock- 
mayer, in Das Oelblatt (The Olive Leaf), 
and authorities almost without number. 

Quoting the late Rev. Joseph Angus, 
D.D., commentator and member of the New 
Testament Revision Committee, the proph- 
ets “saw the future in space rather than in 
time, regarding the perspective rather than 
the actual distance. They speak of things 
future as a common observer speaks of the 
stars, grouping them as they appear and 
not according to their true position.” To 
put it in another way, when the precise 
time of particular events is not revealed, 
the prophets sometimes describe them as 
continuous and sometimes blend two objects 
or two events in one. Almost countless 
illustrations or evidences of this law of 
double reference are found in the prophets, 
and no one can hope to even approximate 
their meaning who fails either to perceive 
or appreciate its importance. It seems to 
us that the author of this book fails at one 
or the other of these points.

The Book of the Revelation

T IS a regrettable fact that this book 

of Revelation is so little read and 

hence so woefully misunderstood by 

the large body of professing Chris- 
tians. God did not intend it to be so or 
He would not have said, “Blessed is he 
that readeth, and they that hear the words 
of this prophecy, and keep those things 
that are written therein.” God would not 
mock us by giving us such a promise, if 
He did not intend that we should read this 
book and keep the “things that are written 
therein.” 

Harm Done to the Book 


The book has been misrepresented and 
harmed by two groups of people. The first 
has said that it is a book of mystery, sym- 
bols and figures which cannot be under- 
stood, that it was written for first century 
Christians, and has no real value to Chris- 
tian experience of today. The second has 
made the book ludicrous. They have tried 
to show that every national and interna- 
tional crisis, every catastrophe, past and 
present, is proved by the Revelation. They 
have had nearly every great leader riding 
upon one of the horses in the sixth chapter, 
or being one of the beasts in the thirteenth 
chapter. Because of this kind of interpre- 
tation, the majority of Christians have con- 
cluded that the book cannot be understood, 
and consequently have refused to read or 
study it. 

The Devil’s Attack Upon It 


The Bible is like a great suspension 
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bridge with Genesis as one abutment and 
Revelation the other, and a cable attached 
to each. Upon this cable hangs all the 
other books. The Devil has made his most 
vicious attacks upon these two books. He 
has said Genesis is a myth and Revelation 
a mystery; that the writer of Genesis got 
his information from fables and folklore of 
the pagans so that there is no truth in the 
story of creation, the Garden of Eden, the 
temptation and fall. Adam and Eve, the 
serpent, the Flood, Noah and Abraham 
were myths. On the other hand he has 
said the Revelation is a mystery, cannot 
be understood, has no practical value, was 
written for John’s day, and many people 
have believed him. The Devil knows that 
if he can destroy either of these books he 
has destroyed the rest of the Bible. How 
important then for Christians to know the 
relation of Genesis and Revelation to the 
rest of the Scripture, as well as the teach- 
ing of these books. 


What Is This Book? 


Chapter 1, verse 1, tells us it is a revela- 
tion, that is, an unveiling, an uncovering, 
a making plain. It is not a mystery, it is 
the revelation of Jesus Christ (1:1); not 
a revelation of Napoleon, or the Kaiser, or 
Joe Smith, or Mary Baker Eddy, or Mus- 
solini. It was given by God to Jesus 
Christ, who signified it by His angel unto 
John. Who this angel was we are not 
told, but we are in no doubt who it was 
that John heard, and who said, “What thou 





seest, write in a book, and send it unto the 
seven churches.” 

Again and again in chapter one John 
identifies the Person who talked to him and 
told him to write. “I was in the Spirit on 
the Lord’s day, and heard behind me a 
great voice, as of a trumpet, saying, I am 
Alpha and Omega, the first and the last: 
and, What thou seest, write in a book, and 
send it unto the seven churches which are 
in Asia. . . . And I turned to see the 
voice (or person) that spake with me. 
... And I saw... in the midst of the seven 
candlesticks one like unto the Son of man” 
(1:10-13). He says the same voice spoke 
saying, “I am the first and the last: I am 
he that liveth, and was dead; and, behold, 
I am alive forevermore” (1:17, 18). From 
this description of the One he saw and 
heard, there can be no question as to His 
identity. 

Revelation then, is Jesus’ last message 
to the Church. When He was with the 
disciples He said, “I have yet many things 
to say unto you, but ye cannot bear (or 
understand) them now.” After He had 
risen from the dead, He revealed some of 
these “many things” to the apostles 
through the Holy Spirit, but God reserved 
for Jesus the right to give the revelation 
contained in this book. This fact makes 
the book different from all the other books 
of the Bible (II Pet. 1:21). 


How the Church should read and ponder 
it! What courage, hope, and comfort 
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come to the Christian from this last mes- 
sage of Jesus, when he thus learns that He 
is coming back again, and will put down 
and destroy all the powers that have made 
it so hard for the Church to do her work 
and the Christian to live the life he would 
like to live! 
A Portrait of Jesus 


In 1:13-16 a portrait of Jesus is given, 
the only one in all the Bible. We have 
all felt that we would like to know 
how Jesus looked, and this feeling has 
led the artists to give us the pictures 
we have of Jesus. But beautiful as some 
of them are, they do not satisfy the 
heart. However, this picture that John 
gives has majesty, dignity, authority and 
power. It arrests and captivates us, and 
we submit to Him as Lord and King. 
“Clothed with a garment down to the foot, 
and girt about with a golden girdle”; “his 
head and his hairs as white as snow”; “his 
eyes like a flame of fire’; “his feet like 
unto fine brass, as if they burned in a 
furnace”; “his voice as the sound of many 
waters”; “his countenance as the sun shin- 
eth in his strength’; “in his right hand 
seven stars”; “out of his mouth went a 
sharp two-edged sword.” What a marvel- 
ous picture! How it thrills and inspires, 
how it brings reverence and fear to our 
hearts! Today the people of the world 
have lost their reverence and fear of God. 
Oh, if men could see Jesus as John saw 
Him, it would have the same effect upon 
them as it had on him. They would “fall 
at his feet as one dead.” 


Jesus Revealed 
This book reveals the deity of Jesus, the 


“IT AM” (1:8, 11, 18), the name God gave 
to Himself when He sent Moses to Israel 
(Exod. 3:14). 

It reveals Jesus among the Churches, 
in the midst, the center of them, interested 
in all that the Church is doing. He is 
warning, condemning, encouraging the 
Church. 

It reveals Jesus in His power over the 
nations, the beast, the false prophet, and 
the dragon. 

It reveals Jesus in His majesty and His 
coming glory, with His Bride (the 
Church), to rule and reign upon the earth. 


Divisions of the Book 

Chapter 1, past—“The things which thou 
hast seen.” 

Chapters 
which are.” 

Chapters 4-22, future—“The things which 
shall be hereafter.” 

These divisions are not man made, but 
God given. You cannot unlock this treas- 
ure box without this key. The reason peo- 
ple find so many difficulties in the book is 
because they have not followed its divine 
order. They are using the wrong key.

The Promise and Curse 


This is the only book in the Bible in 
which a promise is given to those who will 
read it or listen to its being read, and will 
keep the things which are written therein 
(1:3). It does not say, “Blessed is he that 
understandeth this book, or he that can 
explain it, or he that can teach it.” No, it 
says, “Blessed is he that readeth it.” 


It is the only book in the Bible that pro- 








nounces a curse upon the man or woman 
who will change, or add to, or take away 
from it (22:18, 19). It is a dangerous 
thing to play with holy things. The story 
in II Samuel 6:6, 7 tells us how serious it 
is. God said the Ark was not to be 
touched, it was holy. Uzzah touched it 
and fell dead. 


A Complete Revelation 


This book completes the revelation of 
God to man. It completes the circle, and 
the Bible stops where it started. In 
Genesis we have God creating the heavens 
and the earth. In Revelation we have a 
new heaven and a new earth created. In 
Genesis we have a garden, a tree, and a 
river, with God supreme and man walking 
and talking with Him, and worshiping 
Him. In Revelation we have a city, a tree, 
a river, with God supreme, and man walk- 
ing and talking with Him, and worship- 
ing Him. In Genesis we have the first 
Adam and Eve (his wife), ruling over all 
that God had created. In Revelation we 
have the second Adam (Jesus) and His 
Bride (the Church), ruling over the re- 
deemed world. 

When the book of the Revelation was 
concluded God spoke His last word. He 
has given us the full revelation of Himself, 
and Jesus Christ, and the Holy Spirit, and 
the present and the future, and He has 
promised to interpret these things to us by 
the Holy Spirit in harmony with the 
revelation He has given. 

“Blessed is he that readeth, and they 
that hear the words of this prophecy, and 
keep those things that are written therein; 
for the time is at hand.” 


Technocracy in Prophecy

HE association of the king of the 
end-time (Antichrist), of Daniel 
11:38, with Antiochus Epiphanes, 
king of the north (vv. 21-31 of the 
same chapter) ; the modern building of the 
Bagdad Railway in this very territory; the 
discovery of a gold mine worth $300,000,000 
near Mt. Ararat; an article in the Decem- 
ber 24 issue of the Sunday School Times 
headed “Will There be a Gold Rush to 
Babylon?” the building of Rockefeller Cen- 
ter (Radio City) in the heart of New York 
in such record time, a $250,000,000 project; 
a symbolic vision of commerce (weights and 
measures) having a house built for it in 
the land of Shinar (Babylon) (see Zech. 
5:5-11); and then this sudden develop- 
ment of the revolutionary idea of technoc- 
racy, are enough to make a Bible-saturated 
Christian at least sit up and take notice. 


A Preamble to the God of Forces 


Is it not possible, nay, probable, that 
technocracy is only a preamble to the final 
god of forces, to be set up by Antichrist, 
through which energy deity he will promise 
the world his false millennium of commer- 
cial prosperity and a false paradise on earth 
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of peace and plenty with much leisure and 
little effort? Does not technocracy exalt 
human energy, and machine energy prop- 
erly applied by human energy, to the place 
of a deity that can solve all human woes 
and establish a millennium on earth? 
Wherein does it speak of the God of our 
blessed Lord Jesus Christ, or give Him 
honor and praise, or lean upon His good- 
ness or loving kindness and power for any 
benefit whatever? Wherein does it ac- 
knowledge that God has anything to do at 
all with His own material creation? Is it 
not unchristian at least, if not antichristian 
in all its positions, even though it concedes 
that the churches will be gratified by its 
changes because the increased leisure will 
fill them more than at present? 


Saints Will Have the Benefit 


Passages in Isaiah clearly prophesy that 
when Messiah comes from heaven for the 
full redemption of His people, He will 
make all these energy forces the slaves of 
His people, instead of their being the slaves 
of these forces, as He will surely find them 
at the time of His appearing, and also un- 
der the awful persecution of Antichrist and 
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his god of forces. The word “force” oc- 
curring in Jeremiah 23:10 brings in with 
it the associated idea of false prophets, 
by reason of the context in which it is 
found. Surely the prophecy of the tech- 
nocrats is utterly false, and even though 
given full reign (rein) under the rule of 
Antichrist, they will not be able to turn 
their theories into fact. God Himself will 
smite this new Tower of Babel (fortress 
or defense of state) with confusion, snares 
and plagues, and will take the reins of gov- 
ernment into His own mighty hand in the 
blessed person of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Bridegroom of the Church and Israel’s 
Messiah. 


The Time Is Near 


The reader will understand that this sub- 
ject is too vast to be compressed into the 
compass of so short a space. But I seek to 
give direction to vour thinking and study so 
that when you read of these things in the 
public print, you will have a Scripture back- 
ground upon which to place and compare 
them. Moreover, if we see already the prin- 
ciples of Antichrist thus overshadowing the 
earth, may we not conclude that the time is 
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near when He that withholdeth shall be 
taken away in the sudden rapture of the 
Church out of the earth, that the wicked 
one himself may appear, to run his short 
course of deceit and terror, before the Lord 
of Glory takes over the government in final 
triumph with splendid majesty and power? 
Remember that Satan will come in the 


guise of an angel of light, and so will Anti- 
christ come in the guise of a great world 
deliverer. All men whose names are not 
already written in the Lamb’s book of life 
will be deceived by him and will run after 
him. Steadily there is squeezing down upon 
men the collective-order-of-sin (tares bun- 
died for burning) that will deal ruthlessly 
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with every individual resistance, and it will 
succeed for a time, materially speaking, un- 
til the collective-order-of-Christ, with its 
blessing for the individual, arises to take 
the place of the kingdom of sin. Amen. 

Let us who are of the day therefore be 
sober, for the coming of the Lord draweth 
nigh. 


Why I Believe the Messianic Prophecies 
Are Fulfilled in Jesus

F WE were to glance back into his- 

tory and distinguish one man among 

all the philosophers, teachers, states- 

men and deliverers whose character 
was most blameless and whose influence 
was most enduring, three-fourths of the 
human race would designate Jesus of Naz- 
areth as the man. In this, Jew, Gentile 
and Christian will agree. 

Jews were always willing to welcome 
truth irrespective of its source. They 
learned much from Aristotle, Plato, Homer, 
Virgil, Milton and Tennyson, but there is 
one name that was cast out from among 
them, despised and hated; and yet that 
name represents the founder of a religion 
that had drawn about it multitudes of peo- 
ple all over the world. Jesus of Nazareth, 
the Jew, has been dreaded and shunned by 
the Jew. 

But this attitude toward Jesus cannot 
continue. Enlightened Jews of today, who 
have come in contact with a finer type of 
Christianity than that of their fathers, had 
to cease blaming Jesus and His truth for 
atrocities committed by so-called Chris- 
tians. German Nationalism may try to 
make a Nordic of Jesus; to the Jew of to- 
day He is one of his own. Ante Christum 
and Anno Domini are no longer mere ar- 
bitrary chronological distinctions to the 
Jew. It is an historical fact which he 
cannot easily sidetrack. Whatever view 
the Jew may take about the person of 
Christ, he cannot deny that with Him 
came “a new teaching with authority” 
which changed the face of the world. With 
all its failures, with all its crimes (and 
they are many), the thinking Jew of today 
nevertheless sees Christianity as a pro- 
gressive, cosmopolitan religion that draws 
its strength and inspiration from Jesus of 
Nazareth. Before the mind of the mod- 
ern Jew there passes a list of twenty-four 
false Messiahs who have arisen among his 
people since the destruction of the second 
Temple, and who in every instance have 
been a curse to those who followed them. 
But Jesus of Nazareth, after nineteen cen- 
turies of testing, is still matchless in His 
character, authority and power. 

Three mighty men sought universal em- 
pire—Caesar, Alexander and Napoleon. 
Caesar lies dead at the foot of Pompeii’s 
pillar, a failure. Alexander, dead, and on 
his gravestone write “failure.” Napoleon 
with his battle flags around him has lain 
for over a century a buried “failure.” 
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Aaron Judah Kligerman, Baltimore, Md. 


There is only one, Jesus of Nazareth, 
who sought universal empire and won it. 
The thinking Jew of today knows that and 
he is perplexed. As in the days of the 
apostles he is confronted with the ques- 
tion, Who is this Jesus? Is he indeed the 
God-promised Messiah, or are we to wait 
for another? And as in the days of the 
apostles, the Jewish inquirer must be di- 
rected to the Old Testament Scriptures for 
a satisfactory answer. 

When the apostle Peter met the Roman 
centurian, Cornelius, and in brief terms 
traced the leading facts of the life, work 
and death of Christ, he added, “To him 
give all the prophets witness.”* There are 
four hundred and fifty-six references in the 
Old Testament to the Messiah and Mes- 
sianic times. Peter, the Jew, did what 
any other Jew in good standing religiously 
would do when confronted with the ques- 
tion of Jesus’ messiahship. He followed the 
lines of rabbinic teaching on this subject. 
According to the rabbis, “All the prophets 
prophesied only unto the days of the Mes- 
siah.”* “The world itself was created for 
the Messiah.’”* He also followed his Mas- 
ter, who throughout His ministry called 
upon His hearers to “search the scrip- 
tures.”* “Scripture” to the first followers 
of Jesus meant exclusively the Old Testa- 
ment. From that book alone did they 
come to know the Messiah. I propose 
therefore to consider briefly the prophets, 
their immediate aim, their ultimate aim, 
and the fulfillment of their predictions. 

The prophets were men of Israel who 
claimed to be the mouthpieces of Jehovah, 
the organs of divine communication. “Thus 
saith Jehovah,” “The word of Jehovah 
came unto me saying,” etc. That was the 
message, and they sought to deliver it 
faithfully. In the delivery they used their 
natural powers and the style to which they 
had been accustomed. They differed 
greatly in intellectual endowment, training 
and environment, but in one point they all 
agreed: each was an organ of divine in- 
spiration. However unlike the form of 
utterance, what was uttered was the voice 
of the living God. 


Their Immediate Aim 


The immediate aim of the prophets was 
to watch, warn, and rebuke. There were

times when there was “no truth, nor 
mercy, nor knowledge of God in the land,” 
when the rich ground the faces of the 
poor, when prosperity led to extremes of 
luxury and_ self-indulgence. Then the 
true prophets of God lifted their voices 
like trumpets and delivered the messages 
with which they had been entrusted. 
Prophets like Nathan, Elijah and Isaiah 
stand as living witnesses to the faithfulness 
and courage of the true prophet of God. 
Conscious of their high calling, they re- 
fused to bow down before any human 
creature. They called upon king and 
peasant, rich and poor, to repent and be 
saved, or the wrath of God would overtake 
them. There was also tenderness in their 
message. ‘They spoke of God’s mercy, of 
His attentiveness to the cry of the desti- 
tute, of His patience and readiness to for- 
give. ‘How shall I give thee up, Ephraim? 
How shall I deliver thee, Israel? I will 
not execute the fierceness of mine anger, 
I will not return to destroy Ephraim.’* 
But besides this interest in the people 
of their own time, there is a definite out- 
look upon the future, and this leads us to 


Their Ultimate Aim 


The ultimate aim of the prophets was 
to prepare for and aid in the establishing 
of the kingdom of God on this earth. This 
was accomplished in a threefold manner: 

1. They foretold the doom of existing 
earthly empires. 

These stood in the way of the kingdom 
of God. They represented everything that 
was in opposition to God’s plan for this 
world. Hence the severe denunciations of 
the prophets against Edom, Ammon and 
Moab. “The nation and the kingdom that 
will not serve thee shall perish: yea, those 
nations shall utterly be wasted.”” The 
overthrow of the false before the erection 
of the true was the message of Israel’s 
prophets. 

2. They foretold the coming of a new 
religion. 

Isaiah and Micah represent the moun- 
tain of the Lord’s house as exalted far 
above all other mountains, and so attract- 
ing the attention of the nations that they 
in a body come and offer themselves in 
willing subjection to the God of Israel. 
Even former enemies of Israel are expe-

"Hosea 11:8,9 

Wsaiah 60:12 
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Assyria and Egypt, 
Rahab and Babylon, Tyre and Philistia 
register in the City of God.* Thus the 
promise made to Abraham, that in his seed 
all the nations will be blessed, is surely 
to come to pass.’ 

3. They foretold the coming of the Mes- 
siah, 

But the chief method by which the 
prophets sought to prepare the way of the 
Lord was by setting forth a person who 
is to bring about the desired changes. As 
to his appearance in the world we have a 
multitude of details. They foretold— 

(1) That the Messiah would be a de- 
scendant of Abraham and from the stem 
of Jesse (Gen. 22:18; Isa. 11:1). 

(2) That He would come during the 
time of the second Temple (Hag. 2:9; 
Mal:-3:1); 

(3) That He would come before the 
departure of the scepter from Judah” 
(Gen. 49:10). 

(4) That His birthplace would be a 
small village in Judea (Mic. 5:2). 

(5) That He would be virgin-born, His 
name Immanuel," God with us (Isa. 7:14; 
EUS 

(6) That He would come as the Med- 
iator of a new covenant (Mal. 3:1; Jer. 
$133). 

(7) That He would unite in Himself 
all three of the offices that existed among 
Israel. 

a. Prophet (Deut. 18:15). 

b. Priest (Ps. 110:4). 

c. King (Zech. 11:9). 

(8) That He would perform miracles 
(Isa. 35:5, 6; 42:1-7). 

(9) That He would be Redeemer of 
both body and soul (Job 19:25, 26; Ps. 
1735), 

(10) That He would be a light to the 
Gentiles and the glory of Israel (Isa. 49: 
6; 46:13). 

(11) That He would be sold for thirty 
pieces of silver (Zech. 11:12, 13). 

(12) That He would be silent before 
His accusers (Isa. 53:7).¥

Where is the man who can say that these 
prophecies have not been fulfilled in Jesus 
of Nazareth? His biographers were con- 
vinced that the Messiah came, lived, taught, 
wrought mighty works, suffered, died and 
rose again, in fulfillment of the utterances 
of the Hebrew prophets. This is seen by 
Peter’s speeches in the Acts, in which we 
have a representation of the earliest Chris- 
tian teaching. Peter starts from the his- 
torical person of Jesus and from facts well 
known to his hearers regarding His life 
on earth: “Jesus of Nazareth, a man ac- 
credited to you by God through miracles 
and wonders and signs which God per- 
formed by him among you, as you your- 
selves know” ;” “anointed with the Holy 
Ghost and with power: who went about 
doing good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil; for God was with 
him.”** This was the burden of Stephen’s 
address before his martyrdom; of Philip 
when he met the eunuch reading from the 
book of Isaiah; of Paul throughout his 
missionary journeys. The author of the 
Epistle to the Hebrews makes continuous 
application of the priestly functions and 
prophetic utterances of the Old Testament 
to the Lord Jesus Christ. And the apostle 
John, in the last book of the New Testa- 
ment, makes this declaration, “The testi- 
mony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy.’* 

It is clear that the writers of the New 
Testament, and the great number of fol- 
lowers of the Nazarene, viewed the cor- 
respondence between the Old Testament 
and the New, not as a series of undesigned 
coincidences, or as a result of foresight of 
what was to come, but as showing that 
each was part of one entire self-revelation 
of God. The Old Testament gospel is: 
“All we... have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own way; and the 
Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all.”"* The gospel of the New Testament 
is: “If any man sin, we have an advo- 
cate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous; and he is the propitiation for

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The Man of Sin Not the Antichrist 


A Suggested Interpretation by Rev. Robert T. Ketcham, D.D., Gary, Ind. 


OST of our Bible teachers take 
the position that Revelation 13 
sets forth two characters who 
will dominate the scenes of the 
end time. We are pretty well agreed that 
the first beast of that prophecy is a Roman 
prince and the second a Jewish prince. The 
first is the political, and the second the re- 
ligious emperor. After this, however, there 
has seemed to be a tendency on the part of 
teachers to forget that two men were to 
occupy the center of the stage in the end 
time, and mention is made, for the most 
part, of one man only, namely, the Anti- 
christ. Everything that is devilish, vile, 
evil, and antichristian is assigned to the 
Anticurist, seemingly forgetting that there 
is another character equally devilish and 
vile, and I believe more so. 
Revelation 13:1-7, 11-17, reads as follows: 


And I stood upon the sand of the sea, 
and saw a beast rise up out of the sea, 
having seven heads and ten horns, and 
upon his horns ten crowns, and upon his 
heads the name of blasphemy. And the 
beast which I saw was like unto a leop- 
ard, and his feet were as the feet of a 
bear, and his mouth as the mouth of a 
lion: and the dragon gave him his pow- 
er, and his seat, and great authority. 
And I saw one of his heads as it were 
wounded to death; and his deadly 
wound was healed: and all the world 
wondered after the beast. And they 
worshiped the dragon which gave power 
unto the beast: and they worshiped the 
beast, saying, Who is like unto the 
beast? Who is able to make war with 
him? And there was given unto him a 
mouth speaking great things and bias- 
phemies ; and power was given unto him 
to continue forty and two months. And 
he opened his mouth in blasphemy 
against God, to blaspheme his name, and 
his tabernacle, and them that dwell in 
heaven. And it was given unto him to 
make war with the saints, and to over- 
come them: and power was given him 
over all kindreds, and tongues, and na- 
tions .... And I beheld another beast 
coming up out of the earth; and he 
had two horns like a lamb, and he spake 
as a dragon. And he exerciseth all the 
power of the first beast before him, and 
causeth the earth and them which dwell 
therein to worship the first beast, whose 
deadly wound was healed. And he doeth 
great wonders, so that he maketh fire 
come down from heaven on the earth 
in the sight of men, and deceiveth them 
that dwell on the earth by the means of 
those miracles which he had power to 
do in the sight of the beast; saying to 
them that dwell on the earth, that they 
should make an image to the beast. 
which had the wound by a sword, and 
did live. And he had power to give life 
unto the image of the beast, that the 
image of the beast should both speak, 
and cause that as many as wou!d not 
worship the image of the beast should 
be killed. And he causeth all, both 
small and great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to receive a mark in their right 
hand, or in their foreheads: and that no 
man might buy or sell, save he that had 
the mark, or the name of the beast, or 
the number of his name. 
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The first beast is out of the sea, 2 Gen- 
tile figure of speech (Isa. 57:20; Rev. 17: 
15). He is identified as a Gentile of 
Roman nationality in Daniel’s beast vision 
of the succession of empires which headed 
up in the last world empire of Rome. 


(1) He is a Devil-empowered ruler. 

(2) He was wounded and recovered. 

(3) He was wondered after by 
whole world. 

(4) He is to be worshiped. 

(5) He is a great warrior. 

(6) He is to be a blasphemous person. 

(7) He blasphemes God in a threefold 
manner: His name, His tabernacle or tem- 
ple, His raptured Church. 

(8) He is to continue for forty-twe 
months, or three and one half years. 

The second beast is out of the earth, a 
purely Jewish figure of speech. 

(1) He has two horns, which may sug- 
gest Israel and Judah united under him. 

(2) He has the appearance of a lamb, 
but he speaks like a dragon. 

(3) He is given equal power with the 
first beast, which was the power of the 
Devil (Rev. 12:9). 

(4) He directs first 
beast. 

(5) He works lying miracles. 

(6) He causes an image of the first 
beast to be made to which he gives life 
(another lying miracle). 

(7) He causes all to be marked by the 

mark of the first beast. 
” From such a simple listing of the items 
relating to these two characters we can 
easily learn the part each is to play in the 
end time, and we discover that it is the 
first or Roman figure that takes the lead 
in that awful orgy of sin in the last months 
of the day of God’s fierce wrath.

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A Look at Second Thessalonians 


We now want to direct the reader’s at- 
tention to the familiar “Antichrist passage” 
of II Thessalonians 2. Verses 1-11 read 
as follows: 


Now we beseech you, brethren, by the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
by our gathering together unto him, 
that ye be not soon shaken in mind, or 
be troubled, neither by spirit, nor by 
word, nor by letter as from us, as that 
the day of Christ is at hand. Let no 
man deceive you by any means: for 
that day shall not come, except there 
come a falling away first, and that man 
of sin be revealed, the son of perdition: 
who opposeth and exalteth himself 
above all that is called God, or that is 
worshiped; so that he as God sitteth in 
the temple of God, showing himself 
that he is God. Remember ye not. that. 
when I was yet with you, I told you 
these things? And now ye know what 
withholdeth that he might be revealed in 
his time. For the mystery of iniquity 
doth already work: only he who now 
letteth will let, until he be taken out of 
the way. And then shall that Wicked 
be revealed, whom the Lord shall con- 
sume with the spirit of his mouth, and 
shall destroy with the brightness of his 


coming: even him, whose coming is 
after the working of Satan with all 
power and signs and lying wonders, and 
with all deceivableness of unrighteous- 
ness in them that perish; because they 
received not the love of the truth, that 
they might be saved. And for this cause 

God shall send them strong delusion, 

that they should believe a lie. 

Just as there were two characters re- 
vealed in Revelation 13, so there are two in 
II Thessalonians 2. We suggest that a 
careful comparison of the two passages 
will lead to that conclusion. 

Note the acts ascribed to the Roman 
prince of Revelation 13 and compare them 
with those ascribed to the Man of Sin of 
II Thessalonians. We have listed those of 
the Roman prince, we now list those of 
the Man of Sin. 

(1) He opposeth God. 

(2) He exalts himself above God. 

(3) He exalts himself above all that is 
worshiped. 

(4) He sits as God. 

(5) He sits thus in the temple of God. 

(6) He shows himself to be God. 

In Revelation 13 it is the Roman Prince 
who is worshiped as God, blasphemes His 
temple, His name and His people. In II 
Thessalonians it is the Man of Sin who 
does all this. Therefore they are one and 
the same. 

Now note the acts ascribed to the Jew- 
ish prince of Revelation 13 and compare 
them to those ascribed to the Wicked One 
of this last passage. 

(1) His works are Satanic. 

(2) He performs lying wonders. 

(3) He deceiveth by his lying wonders 
or miracles. 

In Revelation it is said that the Jewish 
prince, or beast, performs lying miracles. 
In II Thessalonians it is said that the 
Wicked One does these things. Therefore 
they are one and the same. 

Superimpose Revelation 13:1-10 upon 
II Thessalonians 2:3, 4 and the descrip- 
tions of the Roman prince and the Man of 
Sin are almost identical. Superimpose 
Revelation 13:11-17 upon II Thessalonians 
2 :8-10 and the outlines of the Jewish prince 
and the Wicked One are seen to be prac- 
tically identical. 

We suggest, therefore, that the Man of 
Sin is not the Antichrist and that the title 
does not apply to him but to the Roman 
political head of the revived Roman Em- 
pire of the end time. 


The Advantage Gained 


There is a distant advantage in this 
position. We have been asked hundreds of 
times if Mussolini is to be the Antichrist. 
We have consistently said, “No,” because 
we are convinced that the Antichrist will 
be a Jew. Mussolini is not a Jew. But 
while Mussolini cannot be the Antichrist, 
if we are as near the coming of the Lord 
as I hope we are, he may be the Man of 
Sin who precedes the Antichrist! 

That the Man of Sin does precede the 
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Antichrist and acts alone for a time until 
joined by the Antichrist, is clear from both 
scriptures with which we have been deal- 
ing. In Revelation 13 the Roman prince 
is already acting and speaking in a blas- 
phemous manner when the Jewish prince 
is introduced into the picture. The same 
is true in II Thessalonians 2; the Man of 
Sin (Roman prince) is acting and speak- 
ing in a blasphemous manner when the 
Wicked One (Jewish prince) appears. The 
point where the second character is intro- 
duced, or “revealed,” is in both scriptures 
at the instant the Roman prince blasphe- 
mously presents himself as God. 

This suggested interpretation naturally 
affects the “trinity of evil” which has been 
pointed out as operating in the end time. 
Satan is usually assigned the place of anti- 
God, the Antichrist as the anti-Son,

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and the False Prophet (Rev. 19:20) the 
anti-Holy Spirit. We suggest that a care- 
ful study of the passages involved may 
lead to a different set-up of the trinity of 
evil. Our analysis of Revelation 13 indi- 
cates that the Roman prince, or Man of 
Sin, takes the place of God, and the Jewish 
prince, or Wicked One, takes the place of 
Christ. The relation of the second, or 
Jewish “beast,” to the first, or Roman 
“beast,” is exactly that of Christ to His 
Father. He directed worship to God the 
Father. He performed His miracles “in 
the sight” of His Father, and all He did 
was intended to reveal the Father. So with 
the evil burlesque of the end time.

eloquent appeals for funds to ransom the 
churches from debt.

HE Tenghsien station desires to call 

attention of the Presbyterian Church 

and the General Assembly to our un- 

willingness to accept the conclusions 
of the Laymen’s Appraisal of Missions due 
to their lack of appreciation of the gospel 
message as the essential basis of all mis- 
sionary enterprise. 

We feel that the work of the Commis- 
sion was done superficially, due in part to 
the small amount of time spent in each 
country and the visitation of a limited num- 
ber of mission stations. As they were un- 
able to see but a small part of the work, 
it is not surprising that their conclusions 
and criticisms are much in error both as to 
actual facts and to what is being done on 
the field. 

The report fails to recognize man’s de- 
pendence on the Cross of Christ in his re- 
demption from sin and the work of the 
Holy Spirit in the renewing of the heart. 
Christ’s words, “Ye must be born again,” 
are just as true today on the mission field 
as when they were spoken. What is deemed 
the lack of the missionaries’ appreciation 
of the good in other religions is not due to 
their failure to appreciate the good in them, 
but to their firm conviction that the words 
of the apostles are still true that Jesus is 
the only Name, and “in none other is there 
salvation.” 

We repudiate the Inquiry’s statement 
with reference to non-Christian religions 
that, “we must look forward to their con- 
tinued co-existence with Christianity, each 
stimulating the other in growth toward the 
ultimate goal, unity in the complete truth,” 
for we believe that Christ alone is “the 
way, the truth, and the life.” So far as the 


way of salvation of men is concerned, other 
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people in tears.

religions are a delusion and an error. In- 
stead of neglecting humanitarian efforts, 
from the very beginning Christian mission- 
aries have been the leaders in all kinds of 
social service, such as famine relief, or- 
phanages, leper asylums, homes for the 
blind, deaf schools, and plague preven- 
tion. The missionary has always been in 
the forefront of such charitable work; 
however, he considers this the fruitage, not 
the message of the gospel. 

We believe that socially men will not 
be transformed effectively till their hearts 
are changed through the gospel by the 
Spirit of Christ, and every other effort to 
lift the social status of the masses apart 
from Christ is superficial and ends in fail- 
ure. No plans, however good they may 
be, can break the power of sin in the heart 
of anyone, anywhere, until that person 
comes into vital relation to Christ, so that 
what is most needed is not more social 
work, but the more fully living and pro- 
claiming the gospel of Christ. 

We ask that our General Assembly re- 
fuse to accept the Laymen’s Appraisal as 
the basis for mission work, and re-empha- 
size Christ’s commission to go into all the 
world and preach the gospel, and that the 
General Assembly urge churches, mission- 
aries, and theological seminaries to hold 
fast to the great gospel truths and make a 
vigorous advance in their proclamation.

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Telling the Masai the “Affair of God” 


The President of the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute has permitted us to print the following 
two very interesting letters. The first of 
the two began as a kind of personal love 
letter to him from two former students, 
husband and wife, now serving in Kenya 
Colony, Africa, under the Africa Inland 
Mission. They were in Chicago on fur- 
lough in 1929 and tried to see him at the 
lustitute, but failing in that through no 
fault of either party, they finally after some 
three years, resolved to write him, much to 
his pleasure.—Editors 


E SAILED again in November, 
1930, returning to our Masai 
people, nine-tenths of whom have 
never yet been evangelized. 
The Lord worked many wonders on our 
behalf, enabling us to return with our little 
family, and have money for a truck besides, 
with no debts hanging over. All of last 
year, we traveled around, living in our 
truck and tent (we covered 5,000 miles this 
way), read the Bible and sang and prayed 
for many Masai, who had never heard of 
the Word of God before. In nearly every 
case, it was the first time they had seen 
white people who could speak their lan- 
euage. Our little girl with her long hair 
was a thrilling revelation to them. She also 
spoke Masai quite well, to their astonish- 
ment. God gave us great blessing in sow- 
ing the seed in untouched soil. 


The Macedonian Call from a Sub-Chief 


It was just a year ago this month and 
week, that my husband came here to Lasit 
with our Masai evangelist in answer to a 
personal appeal from the sub-chief. He 
had overheard Roy telling the “affair of 
God,” and he stepped up and said: 

“Come on down to my villages and tell 
my people these words, for we have heard 
nothing of it all these finished years.” 

So my husband, the chief, the evangelist 
and his wife, all got in Roy’s car and trav- 
eled 135 miles to the chief’s villages, called 
Lasit. The chief at once gave the evange- 
list a home and garden, also a hut for a 
“house to pray in.” So my husband re- 
turned home (300 miles) and we did not 
get to Lasit again till February of this 
year, 

During those four months a really in- 
digenous little church developed. The mud 
walls and banana-thatched roof hut got too 
small, so they sat on logs under a huge 
tree. Many boys, and several women and 
men, became sincerely interested, and were 
eager to learn all the evangelist taught 
them of Jesus, the Holy Spirit, and the 
great truths of the Bible. They have a 
faint conception already of “God,” who 
sends them rain, grass, cattle and children 
—things that matter most to Masai, who 
are a pastoral people. There are two wom- 
en who now pray to God in truth, and no 
longer sprinkle milk in the direction of God 
to beseech His blessing. They love the 
gospel songs in their language too. 


A Virgin Territory 


So it is our privilege now to come here 
and live in this virgin territory and give 
out the words of life to these people, many 
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of whom have never seen a white pers«:1 
outside of a government official, let alone 
hearing the message of salvation. 

The chiefs and elders at first were great- 
ly divided over having the evangelist here, 
but in a short time it pleased God to work 
and to unify their hearts. Before we knew 
it (in June) they asked us to come and 
build our kraal in their country and teach 
their people the “affair of God’! They 
gave us forty acres, rent free. Usually five 
acres are rented in other tribes. So in July 
we came here and began to build our house. 

The chief has proved the sincerity of his 
appeal a year ago. He has been so helpful, 
thoughtful and even aggressive for mis- 
sion work here. He has five wives and 
many children, and is progressive and eager 
for light and wants his people to follow 
him. He is government representative chief 
of this area. 

I did not plan to write so much about 
“we,” “us,” “our,” but God has graciously 
permitted us to be His witnesses in this 
corner of the map. We are at the base of 
Mount Kilimanjao, which is snow-capped 
the year round. 


Locusts and Elephants in Partnership 


Because of locusts and elephants, these 
people are having a great famine. The ele- 
phants devastate their banana groves, which 
afford their only food except milk and beef. 
The cattle which provide the latter depend 
on grass, and this the locusts keep shaven 
clean. 

The Moopy Monruty is always so wel- 
come, and we read every word in it. It 
was after reading the first page or two last 
night that our urge to write you again re- 
vived with such distinctness that we said 
we will wait no longer, but will write to 
Dr. Gray. 

We do not expect you to remember us 
at all, but that is not necessary.

By His grace, we are still standing fast 
in the Lord, as per purpose of your letter. 
Our hearts are filled with songs of praises 
to Him as years come and go. We have 
our tests aplenty, but they only draw us 
closer to our loving heavenly Father who 
knows, sees and cares for His own. 


A Remarkable Dream 


During the past two or three months I 
have had three dreams, all the same dream, 
repeated each time. Each morning after- 
ward I have awakened in an ecstasy of joy 
that I experienced in the dream. 

In my dream I was in the Auditorium of 
the Moody Bible Institute attending a class 
or a service, I could not tell which. My 
soul was reveling in the joys and thrills of 
being back there in the midst of such an 
atmosphere of praise and glory in song, 
word and prayer!

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Meeting the King of Abyssinia 


An address at Founder’s Week Conference in the Moody Bible Institute, February, 1933

OD in His grace, years ago—thir- 

ty-three now—laid upon my heart 

and soul one simply word—“Go,” 

and He led me to dear old Moody 
Bible Institute. Here Jesus Christ, in this 
sacred place, revealed to me that with every 
“Go” there is a “Lo”’—“Go, and, lo, I am 
with you.” Again and again in that great 
heathen land of Africa, with all the powers 
of darkness pressing in upon body, soul, 
and spirit, how I have needed to realize 
the “Lo,” and how wondrous and hearten- 
ing it has been to me to do it. “Lo, I am 
with you.” 

And yet, after twenty~five years of serv- 
ice in Kenya, and happy association with 
God-fearing, splendid, consecrated workers 
in the Africa Inland Mission, God chal- 
lenged my dear wife and me six years ago 
to face the need of a great unevangelized 
country that stretched away into the north- 
land. It seemed to friends that we were 
doing a foolhardy thing, but God gracious- 
ly met me, and in the fellowship of that 
Holy Spirit whose presence has again in 
this conference been so gripping and real, 
He strengthened my heart to say, 

“Anywhere with Jesus I can safely go.” 

And so we set our faces to bring the 
gospel of God’s grace to the sixteen mil- 
lion of ancient Ethiopia, commonly referred 
to as Abyssinia. 

For eighteeen years, no new work had 
been begun in that country. It seemed as 
though every door was closed, but we set 
our faces, a party of eight, in utter de- 
pendence upon Him. Then, just as we 
launched forth, God laid upon the soul of 
Dr. Bingham the vision of larger invest- 
ment for God there, and we united with 
the Sudan Interior Mission. What a fel- 
lowship it has been! 

One Christmas Eve, we were at G. in 
French Somaliland, at the foot of the Red 
Sea. O my, it was hot! As I stood there, 
overwhelmed with the realization of the 
task before us, there came to my heart a re- 
membrance that this was Christmas Eve. 
Then I recollected how late it was, and 
behold, it was Christmas morning, and the 
message of Christmas came—“There is 
born unto you this day . .. a Saviour which 
is Christ the Lord.” Thank God as you 
meet situations such as confront you on 
every mission field, you can look them in 
the face and say with absolute assurance, 
“There is born unto you a Saviour, and 
He is, and He is Christ the Lord.” 

And with that confidence, God enabled us 
to get aboard a little railway train which 
goes up into the highlands of Abyssinia, 
until after three days we find ourselves 
8,300 feet above sea level in the royal city 
of Ethiopia, where sits today one of the 
noblest men on earth, the emperor of Abys- 
sinia, a direct descendant of King Solomon. 
As I think of that noble man, and the mar- 
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velous introductions God has given me to 
him, I think of him as a soul that longs 
for God and reaches out for the truth for 
himself and for his people, and my heart 
gives praise that ever my feet were turned 
toward Ethiopia. 

We were there. People said we would 
never get in, and then they said we would 
never get out, but God in His grace 
strengthened us to meet all these condi- 
tions along the way. 

We waited two days, getting as com- 
fortably settled as possible, assisted by the 
missionaries of the United Presbyterian 
Church. Then, while down in the mule 
market buying some mules, a native came 
up out of breath, and handed me a note 
saying, ‘ 

“His Majesty’s messenger has just ar- 
rived, commanding you to appear at court 
at five.” 

I looked at my watch—it was then three 
o'clock. I hurried to don my best bib and 
tucker, while the messenger waited to es- 
cort me into the King’s presence. 

One course they did not give us at the 
Institute was how to meet royalty. I looked 
at the message. I had an interpreter ex- 
plain the hieroglyphics to me, but there 
was the royal crest and seal, and to make 
it emphatic and kindly, the royal signature. 
The messenger, seeing my bewilderment, 
said to me, 

“His Majesty longs with great desire to 
see your face.” 

Well, I took it on faith, and as we 
started down the street, I wondered how 
we would get through the crowds—it was 
packed with people. Abyssinia teems with 
its population. And there were mules lad- 
en with firewood and grain, camels by the 
mile, donkeys pushed here and there, wom- 
en carrying loads, and everybody going to 
market. How would we get through? But 
the royal messenger just said, 

“By His Majesty’s invitation,” 


and the crowd melted away, the donkeys 
were pushed aside, the camels were prod- 
ded over—everybody got out of the way 
to let a Pennsylvania Dutchman through. 


We made our way down the street, and 
then the palace loomed up on the hilltop, 
surrounded by stockade after stockade, 
within which were thousands of native sol- 
diers. As we rode up to the gates, the 
stalwart soldiers put up their spears and 
came down to meet us. But my guide 
raised his hand and said, 

“By His Majesty’s invitation,” 
and spears came down, the men saluted, 
and we went in. And it was in, and in, 
and the farther in we got, the bigger the 
soldiers seemed to be defending His Majes- 
ty’s person, and keeping out from his pres- 
ence all save those who had been invited. 

As I waited in the antechamber, my 
heart went out in realization that the Holy 
Spirit had wrought in my life exactly as 
the guide had wrought that day, and that 
when our mission was challenged to bring 
the gospel of grace to Abyssinia, the Holy 
Spirit, the “along-side One” came, and 
overcame difficulty after difficulty “by His 
Majesty’s command.” 

As the doors swung open, I looked down 
the long stretch of carpet, and saw a man 
sitting on a throne, and by him stalwart 
Ethiopians lined up to the right and to the 
left as I walked forward. 

I did not know what to do, but I remem- 
bered a definition the Institute matron gave 
me of a gentleman. She said, “Just make 
two words of it, “gentle” “man.” As I 
went forward, I found there was a “gentle 
man” upon that throne. I made my bow, 
and as I raised my head, he smiled and 
nodded his readiness to accept my address. 


“Well, I had not been making speeches 
to kings. It is bad enough to preach a 
sermon with the teacher of homiletics pres- 
ent in the classroom. However, I deliv- 
ered my address. I do not know all I said, 
but I remember this in closing: 


“Your Majesty, by the grace of God 
I believe myself separated unto the 
witnessing of the message of His love 
to your people. For twenty-five years, 
in the lands that adjoin yours to the 
south, I have seen it work its transfor- 
mation. Then the report of the need 
of unreached tribes of your great land 
gripped our soul, and, that we might 
bring to them the message of life that 
is through faith in Him, we present our- 
selves before you, entreating your kind 
reception. And, that Christ may be 
glorified, we offer you our lives as we 
have offered them to Christ. We seek 
nothing for ourselves. We but entreat 
the privilege of giving ourselves that 
they may live.” 


His Majesty’s head dropped, and when 
he raised it, there were tears in his eyes, and 
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he rose from his throne and stepping down, 
stretched forth his hand and said, 


“Many have come to my kingdom for 
the wealth within it. You are the first 
that have come to give; and of such as you 
have, may God open the heart of my peo- 
ple to receive. As lies within my power, 
such noble effort it shall ever be my pleas- 
ure to aid.” 


Oh, the grace of God! They said there 
was no getting in, and here the monarch of 
all those millions saying, “As lies within 
my power, such noble effort it shall ever 
be my pleasure to aid.” Do you wonder 
we were strengthened of heart to face our 
task? 

By the way, the king of Abyssinia is not 
a negro. When the Harlemites congratu- 
lated him upon his accession to the throne, 
saying that at last a colored man had come 
into his own, he replied, “Excuse me, gen- 
tlemen, I am not colored; my fathers reach 
back to Solomon.” 


And so we went on by mule. We got 
the mules finally trained. The one that car- 
ried the Bibles we called Presbyterian, and 
we went down the list of denominations, 
putting a label here and a label there, and 
they all disappointed us. It was hard 
going, but we kept going, and presently 
after two weeks of travel God’s cloud 
seemed to stay. 


As we waited upon God that morning, 
we cried out that God might in His grace 
demonstrate His will and purpose to us 
that day. My dear wife and I closed the 
flap of our tent, and then knelt before God. 
And claiming the promise that He had pur- 
chased with His own blood some from out 
of every kindred, and tongue, and people, 
and nation, we asked that by His Holy 
Spirit He would verify that fact to us, and 
so move upon the hearts He had made 
ready to receive His Word, that speedily 
there might be gathered out a people for 
His name. I feel that now in these five 
years the blessing of hundreds of native 
converts, fifty of whom were haptized a 
few weeks ago, is not traceable to any- 
thing but God’s faithfulness to His Word. 


You can have souls anywhere on earth if 
you will claim them from God. 

So we set our faces unto those tribes. 
We could not find anyone who knew their 
language. Sometimes from two to five 
interpreters had to preach the Word—one 
would pick it up and tell it to another; an- 
other would pick it up and tell it to an- 
other, and so on until finally someone would 
be able to put it into the language of the 
people in whose tribe we were then resid- 
ing. But as God led, we established sta- 
tions, and within six months after leaving 
New York we were digging in at Soddu 
and Sidamo. Then since God had led us 
in, we had the faith that He would work, 
and, oh, how blessedly He has done that! 

Five years ago there were no mission 
stations in the whole land. There are sev- 
en tonight. None of the languages were 
known by anyone who had any interest in 
Jesus Christ. Tonight Walter Ohman and 
Marcella Scholl Ohman are on the frontiers 
of Abyssinia, waiting the coming of further 
recruits to press on with the gospel. 

The languages one by one became sub- 
servient to the purposes of the gospel. We 
could find no words for love, grace, faith, 
or faithful, no word for holy, but the Holy 
Spirit was there, and He wrought these 
things in the lives of men, and made trans- 
formations real. Then when they came to 
an experience of love burning within them, 
something new and strange, they looked for 
a word that would describe it, and helped 
us with words until the vocabulary is grow- 
ing. Already the Gospels are translated 
into four different languages, and the na- 
tives have begun to read them. Thank 
God for institutions like the Moody Bible 
Institute that train men to believe that “the 
word of God is quick, and powerful, and 
sharper than any twoedged sword.” 

We are receiving inquiries from the peo- 
ple in this conference, as to whether they 
could not make contributions to the sup- 
port of our native teachers. Not one cent! 
We believe in the indigenous native church 
and in the grace of God that can work 
transformations in native peoples as well 
as people here. The natives are able to 
demonstrate their love, and are willing to 





accept the challenge to prove it. Those na- 
tive converts have themselves determined 
that they could separate men who had ap- 
proved themselves in their midst, and send 
them out to preach the gospel. One man 
will set apart one or two of his goats, and 
a woman will give her chickens, all to help 
forward the work of God. 

They do not need money. Already the 
native converts have gone out to build 
places of worship. They select hilltops 
from which the testimony may radiate and 
where people may see the place where God 
can be learned of. They do not come to 
us for designs, or benches, or pews. Thank 
God, you can leave it to the life as it is in 
God and from God, expressing itself ac- 
cording to the temperament of a people, and 
already within five years in Abyssinia, 
there are ten native churches supported by 
native people, with native evangelists. 

My friends, God has led us in; God has 
led us on; can you stand behind us in faith 
that God will lead us through to those 
frontiers, and beyond where still scores of 
untouched tribes and millions of perishing 
souls are beyond reach of the gospel? We 
must press on, if we would hasten His 
coming, for God has among them also a 
people for His name, and He seems to say 
to us in these days, “I have much people 
in this land.” 

Young men! My soul is burdened for the 
need of one hundred of you this year for 
Ethiopia and Nigeria—men who dare to 
count all loss, men who know their God 
will by His grace work in and through 
them to will and to do of His good pleas- 
ure. In these days when you are looking 
fcr a job, let me offer you one that will 
bring you joy and peace and reward, pres- 
ent and eternal. That will forever make 
your heart glad and the heart of Jesus 
Christ, who purchased you unto God, that 
by means of you He might gather out those 
whom He has elsewhere purchased by that 
same blood. 

In these days when men’s hearts are fail- 
ing them for fear, lift up your eyes and 
look—He is, and He triumphs still in every 
life, in every mission, on every field where 
He is loved and served. 


Lepers Accept the Gospel

HE recent awakened interest in lep- 

rosy on the part of health authori- 

ties, philanthropists, and govern- 

ments is due primarily to the efforts 
of Christian people to minister to the leper 
through the American Mission to Lepers. 
This awakened interest is bringing to light 
numbers of leper people whose existence 
was wholly unknown, save to the sufferers 
themselves. 

A quarter of a century ago the leper 
population of the world was put at one mil- 
lion, a decade or two later at two millions, 
and recently at three millions. And still 
more recently, Dr. Robert G. Cochrane, 
medical adviser to the Mission to Lepers, 
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London, and general secretary of the British 
Empire Leprosy Relief Association, made 
the astonishing statement, “There prob- 
ably are about ten million of lepers in the 
world” (World Dominion, October, 1931). 
Our Lord’s Commission 

Is the gospel to be given to these dis- 
tressed people? Jesus, in sending out the 
twelve, commissioned them to preach, to 
heal the sick, to cleanse the lepers. Too 
long has the Church neglected the oppor- 
tunity and duty of cleansing the leper both 
physically and spiritually. This opportu- 
nity and privilege now are given to God’s 
people through the Mission to Lepers. 

The acceptance of the gospel by the lep- 


ers is a great challenge to all Christian folk 
to continue and enlarge the work of the 
mission, so that increasing numbers of 
these outcasts may not only be healed phys- 
ically, but may hear the message of grace. 

A company of Christian leper women in 
an asylum in China covenanted together 
to pray twelve hours a day in relays, and 
the burden of their prayer was the conver- 
sion of all the people of China. A visitor 
remarked on this devotion to the superin- 
tendent, who explained, “Lepers respond to 
the gospel more eagerly than any other 
people.” 

Reports from asylums in many lands and 
tours over wide areas of the leper world 
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convince us that giving the gospel to pa- 
tients in these asylums brings great re- 
sults, and that the salvation of these people 
in large numbers is an outstanding fruitage 
of the work of the Mission to Lepers. 

Precious as is the gospel to us in Chris- 
tian America, how much more precious 
must be its comforts to those who, until 
they heard and accepted, were, in a special 
manner, “without God and without hope in 
the world.” 

In these mission asylums, Christian ob- 
servances are not compulsory and are not 
foisted upon the patients. On the contrary, 
the patients themselves heartily adopt 
Christian ways and manifest a joyous love 
for the Christian life. 


No Police Necessary 

When the superintendent of an asylum in 
Korea was asked 
whether police con- 
trol of the patients 
was necessary, he 
replied that police 
were not needed be- 
cause so many of 
the patients were 
Christians who 
spent much of their 
time memorizing 
large portions of 
Scripture, some 
even committing to 
memory whole 
books of the Bible. 
In another place, 
concerted efforts of 
the Christian pa- 
tients resulted in 
the conversion of a 
large influx of new 
patients. 

In Japan, non- 
Christian officials 
of government asy- 
lums have remarked 
that Christian lep- 
ers are apprecia- 
tive, more obedient to rules, more con- 
tented than others, and altogether are the 
best patients in the asylums. 

In the leper colonies in the Philippines, 
with more than six thousand patients, the 
gospel has brought great joy to hundreds, 
and their Christian activities are winning 
others to Christ in continually increasing 
numbers. 

A visitor, accompanying the superintend- 
ent through an India asylum, noticed a 
group of men seated upon the ground en- 
grossed in a topic which was being consid- 
ered. On inquiry, the visitor was told that 
these were new believers receiving instruc- 
tion preparatory to being admitted into the 
Church. Later a similar group was seen 
in the women’s quarters. All these were 
people whom society had cast out as refuse, 
but who now know themselves to be the 
children of the King, happy and rejoicing 
in salvation. 

In another part of the asylum the vis- 
itor noted some small buildings standing 
apart. On inquiry, he was told that the 
Christian people of the asylum had, from 
their own slender resources, erected these 
buildings as “Prayer Houses”—places of 
retirement for meditation and prayer, 
which gave a privacy impossible in the liv- 
ing quarters.

This institution is typical of the asylums 
of the Mission to Lepers in many lands, 
which are not only places of refuge, pro- 
tection and comfort, but to many repre- 
sent the gate of heaven, for it is here they 
find the way of life through Christ the 
Saviour. 


The Siam Lepers 


An asylum in Siam, from its inception 
more than two decades ago, has stressed 
the religious side of the work with the 
hope and prayer that every leper who 
would take refuge there might accept 
Christ as Saviour. As a result, nearly all 
of the fourteen hundred patients have be- 
come Christians. The genuineness of their 


conversion is attested by their changed 
lives, by their love of the Word and of 
prayer, and by their desire for the spread

patients in the asylum less than 100 are women 


of the gospel. New patients find in this 
friendly Christian atmosphere such a con- 
trast to the cruelties that they have ex- 
perienced in the past, that they are readily 
won to an acceptance of the gospel. 

In this asylum the Christian devotion of 
the patients takes various forms. Daily 
prayer meetings are held, in addition to the 
regular chapel services on Sundays and 
other days. But perhaps most noteworthy 
are their sacrificial gifts for spreading the 
gospel to others. The patients insist on 
making these gifts from their scant re- 
sources, which consist only of a small food 
allowance, and proceeds from the saie in 
the colony of garden produce which some 
of them are able to raise. 

This practice has been carried on for 
years. These precious gifts are used to 
support their own evangelist, who preaches 
the gospel to the Siamese people in the re- 
gions round about. But the gifts are not 
confined to their own land. Year after 
year contributions are sent to gospel work 
in Russia and South America, to the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, and to their fellow suf- 
ferers in India, China, the Philippines, and 
Palestine. 

It is to such as these that the gospel is 
unspeakably precious. Not the gospel of 
social uplift, of world culture, nor any 


other sort of diluted gospel; but the real 
gospel, the gospel of Jesus Christ, the 
Saviour of the world. 

The Mission to Lepers is an evangeliz- 
ing agency of supreme value, and merits 
the prayers and gifts of all God’s people. 
It is the co-operative agency through 
which the Church is now seeking the eradi- 
cation of leprosy from the earth.

A FAMINE OF THE WORD OF GOD 

There is indeed, nothwithstanding all the 
teaching and the preaching, a very great 
“famine” for the hearing of the Word of 
God; that is, in such wise as answers His 
design and represents aright His holiness 
and truth in convicting and delivering 
power.

islators know not 
how to treat with 
or punish crime. 
The Word of God, 
in its true intent, 
has been cast be- 
hind our _ backs. 
Thus in our reli- 
gious services, we 
are left to mock 
and deceive our 
hearts with a dead 
and empty formal- 
ism, of which God 
takes no notice, and 
in which He will 
not reveal Himself to our souls. And 
as none can be sustained without the con- 
solation of the voice from heaven, so the 
destitute Church turns more and more to 
the vanities of this world and the pleasures 
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-of sin in order to keep up the heart in the 


midst of the famine that rages in the land. 
Still the promise stands open to the contrite 
in heart, “Behold, the eye of the Lord is 
upon them that fear him, upon them that 
hope in his mercy; to deliver their soul 
from death, and to keep them alive in fam- 
ine.’—Crystal Truth Library, Harrisburg, 
Pa.

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The Word in the Words 


An address by Rev. J. H. Gauss, D.D., Dean of Brookes Bible Institute, St. Louis, Mo. 
Delivered at Founder’s Week Conference of the Moody Bible Institute 


ERBAL inspiration affirms the di- 

vine accuracy of the original writ- 

ings of the Bible’s different books. 

“The words... which the Holy 
Ghost teacheth.” In Galatians 3:16 we 
ave the inspiration of the very spelling 
of a word, “He saith not, And to seeds, as 
of many; but as of one, And to thy seed, 
which is Christ.” 

There may well seem an instance of this 
letter-inspiration in the passage chosen to 
set forth the subject of this hour, Jeremiah 
15:16, “Thy words were found, and I did 
eat them: and thy word was unto me the 
joy and rejoicing of my heart.” Note 
“words” and “word.” The Revised Ver- 
sion reads both alike and in the plural. 
There is some uncertainty in the Hebrew 
text, which leaves the matter open so that 
either English reading may be followed. 

The Jewish Publication Society of Amer- 
ica, in their English edition of 1917, reads 
“words” in both clauses, as our Revised 
Version. Isaac Leeser, claiming to follow 
the Massoretic text and the best Jewish au- 
thority, reads “words” and “word” as our 
Authorized Version. This latter is in per- 
fect harmony with John 1:1, “In the begin- 
ning was the Word,” and John 5:39, “The 
scriptures ... testify of me.” This gives 
us the subject that has been chosen, “The 
Word in the Words,” establishing the 
words as the revelation from God. 

A revelation from God is possible—He 
could give it; reasonable—that He might 
give it; desirable—that He would give it; 
probably—that He would give it; actual— 
He has given it; recognizable—man may 
know it. 

But how may we know it? Six claim- 
ants to this distinction arise. The Vedas 
and Puranas of the Hindus, Tri-Pitakas 
of the Buddhists, the Zend-Avesta of the 
Parsees, the Koran of the Mohammedans, 
the Old and New Testaments of Jews and 
Christians, all and each makes this claim, 
to be God’s Word to men. 

The first five, all of India, would not 
be unwilling to concede this same claim of 
Old and New Testaments. So Mormonism 
does, though insisting that its books are 
equally so. 

However, the Bible, both Old and New 
Testaments, makes this claim for itself 
alone. In the early days of Christian mis- 
sions in India, other religious leaders gath- 
ered in Lahore, proposed to the mission- 
aries to lay all religious books on one 
table, thus indicating that while they were 
in some minor features different, in essen- 
tials they were all one, alike from God and 
pointing to God. The missionaries re- 
jected the proposition. Were they right 
or wrong in so doing? 

A similar proposition was made at the 
World’s Sunday School Convention, sev- 
eral years ago, meeting in Japan. Other 
religious teachers besides Christians were 
invited to speak from the platform. Was 
this right or wrong? 

A similar recommendation by the self- 
appointed commission investigating the 
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foreign mission work of the Church, urges 
that missionaries emphasize the resem- 
blances of Christianity’s book to the teach- 
ings of the native religions. Would this 
be right or wrong? 

All this raises the question, Is the Bibie 
exclusively from God, does it claim to be, 
and if so, what is the basis of its claim? 
It most unequivocally claims to be. Deu- 
teronomy 4:18, 19; Proverbs 30:5, 6; Rev- 
elation 22:18, 19 forbid adding to or tak- 
ing from its teachings. 

What is the basis of this claim? This is 
found in the person called in Scripture, the 
“Word,” and distinguished in our text from 
the Scripture’s “words”: Jesus, the su- 
preme, outstanding personality of our race’s 
history. 

A young would-be atheist said to the pas- 
tor of the church he and his wife occasion- 
ally attended, “You reason in a circle. You 
believe in Jesus because the Bible tells you 
to do so. And you believe the Bible be- 
cause Jesus tells you to do so.” The re- 
ply was promptly given, “Your first state- 
ment is wrong. The second is right. I do 
believe the Bible because of Jesus’ endorse- 
ment of it and its claims. But my belief 
in Jesus is independent of the Bible’s au- 
thority, though I highly appreciate its evi- 
dence concerning Jesus. 


I 


Let us consider Jesus. He is the irre- 
futable, inerasable, unavoidable fact in 
human history. Josephus says of Him, 
“Now about this time lived Jesus, a wise 
man, if indeed He should be called a man. 
For He was a doer of marvelous acts, a 
teacher of such men as received the truth 
with pleasure; and He won over to Him- 
self many Jews and many also of the Greek 
nation.” 

The Jewish Talmud speaks of Him and 
of several of the disciples by name, also 
of His crucifixion, and admits He per- 
formed many and great miracles; but im- 
putes His power to His having learned 
the right pronunciation of the ineffable 
name of God, which, it says, He stole out 
of the Temple. 

Constantine’s reputed vision, “By this 
sign conquer,” establishes the fact of His 
name and its influence in that early day. 
The cry of Julian the Apostate, a century 
or two later, “O Galilean, Thou has con- 
quered,” testifies to the same fact. 

Our very calendar of today points back 
to His birth, and makes sure of His resur- 
rection. For a merely dead man could not 
thus change the whole world’s computation 
of time. And now in our own day, among 
the Jews themselves, a proposition has been 
made to actually review the trial of Jesus 
before the Sanhedrin. Surely the name 
Jesus can never be relegated to supersti- 
tion or mythology. It stands as a monu- 
mental fact in human history. 


II 


Consider His unimpeachable character. 
Of course this is seen in the New Testa- 


ment most fully, though Josephus says, “He 
was the Christ.” This character of the 
man Jesus is of itself a positive proof of 
His historicity. Such a character could not 
be fictitious, imaginary. No human mind 
could portray such perfection without hav- 
ing actually witnessed it. Imperfect writ- 
ers could not imagine spotless perfection. 
“Who can bring a clean thing out of an un- 
clean? Not one” (Job 14:4). 

It is His character we are now to con-. 
sider. Hear His own challenge, “Which of 
you convinceth me of sin?” (John 8:46). 
Also Rousseau’s declaration, infidel though 
he was, “Whatevér the surprises of the 
future, Jesus will never be surpassed.” 

A pagan monarch, having demanded and 
seen the different images of his pagan cour- 
tiers, demanded the same of a Jew. After 
vainly protesting the impossibility of hold- 
ing up his God to human view, he took the 
king into the palace garden at noon, and 
told him to raise his eyes to the zenith, 
where the sun blazed forth its splendor. 
Of course it was not possible for the king 
to look even at this creature of the one 
true and living God. 

As a brilliant sun, Jesus stands out in 
human history. But we are not blinded as 
we look. “Meek and lowly,” but aiso pure 
and holy, He moves before our eyes, and 
only those with prejudiced minds and them- 
selves inferior characters, can fail to read 
of Him and hear of Him without a sense 
of gratification that there has been one 
man without fault among men, and with- 
out sin before God.

But His character is interwoven with His 
words. These cannot be separated. We 
are reminded of the Sermon on the Mount. 
We are reminded of the fourteenth of John. 
Every one that gives ordinary thought to 
all His teaching cannot but agree with 
those of His own day, His enemies’ serv- 
ants, “Never man spake like this man” 
(John 7:46). 

Some have endeavored to find a resem- 
blance between His teaching and that of 
other ancient moralists, even hinting that 
Jesus borrowed from them. The emptiness 
of such a suggestion is revealed at once 
before the question, But how is it that it is 
His teaching, and His alone, that has be- 
come world known, and world effective? 

Of course, this is not realized by those 
who refuse to admit that “any good thing 
can come out of Nazareth.” But none who 
are open to real good, and unwilling to be 
prejudiced by its source, will deny the 
matchless power of the words of Jesus. 

On a peak of the Andes stands a statue 
made out of molten cannon. Two nations, 
Argentine and Chile, about to engage in 
war, were brought to peace by the thought, 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor,” and in- 
stead of using their guns to destroy one 
another’s lives, they used them to make this 
image, standing by a cross, to be known 
thereafter and even to this present day, 
as the Christ of the Andes. 
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The perfect Man’s perfect words per- 
fectly fit man’s sorest needs.

His words for us are sealed by His 
words about Himself. Plainly, unaffectedly, 
most naturally, He speaks of Himself in 
terms which in any other would be blas- 
phemy, but which none but enemies would 
call blasphemy in Him. “All men should 
honor the Son, even as they honor the 
Father” (John 5:23). “Dost thou believe 
on the Son of God? .. .. Thou hast both 
seen him, and it is he that talketh with 
thee” (John 9:35-37). “I and my Father 
are one... know, and believe, that the 
Father is in me, and I in Him” (John 
10:30-38). “I have power to lay down 
my life, and I have power to take it again” 
(John 10:18). “He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father” (John 14:9). “Whom 
say ye that I am?... Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God... 
Blessed art thou, Simon Bar-jona: for flesh 
and blood hath not revealed it unto thee, 
but my Father which is in heaven” (Matt. 
16:15-17). 

The Devil sought to have Him cast 
Himself down from the pinnacle of the 
Temple, that He might impress the people 
with His superior greatness. He refused 
to do so. But in these and other declara- 


tions of His own He seats Himself by the 
side of the God of the Temple, God of all 
heaven and earth. 

A very scholarly infidel friend was urged 
by Dr. Trumbull, founder of the Sunday 
School Times, to read the Gospel of John. 
He consented, and having done so, said of 
Jesus, “If that man is not the Saviour of 
men, He ought to be.” There is no ac- 
counting for the character, the teachings, 
the claims of Jesus of Nazareth but that 
they are all just and true. To deny them 
is shocking blasphemy. 

V 

The last chapter of this historical Jesus 
still remains. ‘He is not here, he is risen” 
—His resurrection. Evidence of this at the 
very time of its occurrence cries out of the 
past from every quarter, And since that 
past, down to our present, evidence con- 
fronts us on every hand. The religion of 
Jesus as still dead, or at best, as a babe or 
little boy, has no power to lift men. This is 
seen in the illiteracy and low morality of 
Roman Catholic countries today. But the 
fact, “I am he that liveth, and was dead, 
and am alive forever more,” lies as the root 
of progress and the rock of hope, in educa- 
tion, in art, in civilization, and in religion, 
wherever it is known. Further, leave out 
His resurrection, and all the previous part 
of His life’s history becomes an insoluble 


mystery. We are left in the shocking dark- 
ness of those eleven men who had stood by 
His side at Lazarus’ grave, hearing His 
mighty and effective voice, and after that 
had left Him dead in Joseph’s tomb, for 
they frankly record, “They knew not the 
scriptures that he should rise from the 
dead.” On the other hand, recognize and 
receive the undeniable fact of His resur- 
rection and one must cry with leaping 
heart, “My Lord and my God!” (John 20: 
28), and write as Paul, “The Son of God 
with power” (Rom. 1:4).

All this is what the Bible, as a historical 
document, regardless of its inspiration, 
records of Him, His character, His teach- 
ings, His claims. He is God. Now what 
says He of the Bible? “Ye do err, not 
knowing the scriptures, nor the power of 
God ... have ye not read that which was 
spoken unto you by God, saying, I am the 
God of Abraham?” (Matt. 22:29, 31, 32). 

God said what Moses wrote. Read Mark 
7:5-13, and hear its closing words, “Mak- 
ing the word of God of none effect through 
your traditions.” What a blazing contrast 
between human words and Bible words, 
the words of God! “If they hear not Moses 
and the prophets, neither will they be per-

The Smallest Bird in the World

HE smallest known bird is the 

humming bird. It is found only in 

the New World, of which it is a 

native. It ranges from the Strait of 
Magellan, at the southern tip of South 
America, to Alaska. There are 488 differ- 
ent kinds of these birds, but only sixteen 
kinds are found north of Mexico. There is 
only one kind found east of the Mississippi 
River and north of Florida. This is the 
common ruby-throat humming bird, which 
is familiar throughout the eastern half of 
the United States and Canada. 

This interesting little bird received its 
name from the humming sound of its fast- 
moving wings. The ruby-throat is so- 
named because of the bright red spot on the 
throats of the males. We shall discuss this 
particular humming bird because it is best 
known. 

The beautiful colors of the humming 
birds are due to refractions of sunlight 
from the feathers. Many iridescent hues 
are produced, and the color varies accord- 
ing to the angle of the light. This is why 
the colors seem to change as the birds 
change their position. Our common ruby- 
throat is a bright, shining green color on 
its upper parts, and purplish on its wings 
and tail. Only the male has the red throat. 
So beautiful are the colors that Audubon, 
the great bird authority, called these birds 
“glittering fragments of the rainbow.” 
Others have called them “feathered gems.” 

Flying a Mile a Minute 
The flight of these birds is especially in- 
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teresting. They are the only land birds 
that can reverse their wing action, and 
move backwards as well as forwards. You 
have all seen them do this if you have seen 
them feeding at flowers. Their wings move 
so rapidly that one can see only a blur 
where the wings are. These wings make 
over 200 vibrations, or beats, per second— 
which is five or six times as fast as an 
aeroplane propeller usually travels. Be- 
cause of this, these birds can appear to 
stand still in mid-air, or can support them- 


selves while they dip their beaks into a 
flower blossom for nectar. 

Their speed is very fast when traveling. 
They are like “self-propelled bullets” as 
they dart through space at a speed of 100 
feet per second, which is more than a mile 
a minute. Their wing-muscles are very 
well developed, and much of their life is 
spent on the wing. Not only can they go 
forward or backward, but they can also 
rise straight up in the air at any point like 
a_ helicopter. 

Contrary to popular opinion, these birds 
are not very peaceful, and they have very 
ugly tempers. In fact, there is scarcely 
anything that can exceed their fierceness 
when they are disturbed during the mating 
season. They attack intruders with be- 
wildering courage for such tiny creatures, 
and they seem to be absolutely fearless. 
Many are the times when I have watched 
with amazement as one of them would put 
to flight a large crow or hawk. It is re- 
ported that even aeroplanes have been at- 
tacked by them. During the mating sea- 
son, you may see a couple of males fight- 
ing in the air for hours at a time, occas- 
ionally falling to the earth with locked 
bills. They have never been known to at- 
tack human beings unless their nest is ap- 
proached. 

Their food consists chiefly of insects and 
nectar. They may be seen darting into 
groups of insects in the air. Their long 
tongue is able to snatch insects and hold

ROME BESTIRRING HERSELF 

Tidings from various quarters, near and 
far, indicate that the papal authorities have 
bestirred themselves to a fresh effort in 
furthering their dream of world dominion, 
and are adopting vigorous policies and 
methods to accomplish this long coveted end. 

The present Pope is a world statesman 
of no mean caliber, and has conceived ways 
and means of placing the Vatican on the 
map in a sense undreamed of since the 
early seventies. Witness the recognition 
of the independent Vatican state, the ac- 
knowledged freedom of the Pope, the con- 
struction of a Vatican railway, and the 
building of a powerful radio station by 
which the head of the organization now 
attempts to make his voice heard by all 
peoples unto the end of the earth. 

As though a flush of new life were pul- 
sating through the whole body, even in 
the remotest communities of South Amer- 
ica the local priests, though deplorably 
ignorant and base, are manifesting a fresh 
zeal for their holy (?) religion, that shows 
itself largely in fanatical and violent op- 
position to the messengers of the gospel. 


A Jesuit Revival 
We are informed on good authority that 
no less than five hundred European priests 
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have been poured into the Belgian Congo 
within the past year, with a determination 
to engulf the splendid work established 
through years of painful toil by a number 
of Protestant societies. Already our breth- 
ren are feeling the hand of annoyance and 
persecution that in some instances makes 
it extremely difficult to carry on. Un- 
scrupulous to the last degree, the foreign 
priests stop at nothing in the way of in- 
citing their native employees to intrigue 
and threatening. 

An SOS comes to us from far away 
Borneo, where more than one hundred and 
fitty Romish missionaries have brought 
such pressure to bear upon the Dutch ad- 
ministration as to compel the Protestant

witnesses to leave the island. They were 
advised to be out and gone by July 1, com- 
pelled to leave behind some twelve hundred 
converts to the mercy of Rome. 

Similarly from Cambodia comes equally 
distressing word that the Romanists have 
so wrought through the French adminis- 
tration as to forcibly terminate the splendid 
evangelism initiated by the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance, upon which the bless- 
ing of God has most signally rested. As 
on former occasions in other countries of 
French-Indo China, the prohibition of 
Protestant evangelism is nominally based 
on the plea that the country is officially 
Buddhistic, but the real power behind the 
move is the hand of Rome. 


Like a Black Hand 

Regarding Cambodia, Gordon H. Smith 
says: “Our local French resident has pro- 
hibited us from saying a word to any one 
about our Lord, outside of our house. We 
shall be watched by the police closely and 
every move reported. We are prohibited 
from going to the savages’ country, and if 
we travel anywhere we must not propa- 
gate the gospel. We are to be allowed as 
many as twenty people in our house, and 
can explain the gospel to them, as well as 
give them the Scriptures. This is our 


only loop hole. But so great is the 
fear on the part of the Cambodians that 
very few dare come to visit us. We 
are not allowed to go out and invite 
them in.” 

And so from a score of fields come the 
reports of like renewed aggression and 
persecution. In the face of these things, 
will not every child of God feel burdened 
to pray that the Lord’s hand may be out- 
stretched to stay the forces of darkness 
and permit the wide-spread preaching of 
the gospel of His grace, with its light and 
comfort. Rome has no end of money—at 
least she has no end of methods for ex- 
tracting it, even from the poorest of the 
poor. If only a Romish mission meant 
the carrying of the Bible, even a distorted 
Bible, there might be some measure of 
comfort in the thought that the Spirit of 
God would own and use His own Word 
despite the human handicap. But Rome 
does not take the Bible; no, nothing but 
spiritual tyranny and perverted travesties 
of Christian truths. These mingled with 
the previous crude animistic superstitions 
leave the poor natives in worse condition 

than they were before. 





A NEW MISSION. 
ARY BOARD 


In a recent issue of the 
Moopy MonrTHty appeared an 
article entitled, “A Subtle 
Missionary Coup,” discussing 
the so-called Laymen’s Report 
of Foreign Missions, which 
concluded with this para- 
graph: “We predict that one of 
the results of this report will 
be the drawing of a clearer 
line between Modernism and 
evangelical Christianity, and 
the more discriminating direc- 
tion of missionary benevolences 
toward those objects and agen- 
cies known to be thoroughly 
sound and evangelistic.” 

An almost violent repercussion of that 
report of the “Betrayal Commission” was 
heard at the Columbus gathering of the 
Northern Presbyterian Church, which off- 
cially refused to inquire into certain alle- 
gations regarding the presence of modern- 
istic leaders and ideals in the Board of 
Foreign Missions. Conviction and senti- 
ment reached such an acute stage of di- 
vergence as to lead to an announcement 
from the floor of the Assembly to the effect 
that a new Board of Missions would be 
formed forthwith to represent the conserva- 
tive membership of the Presbyterian body. 
Quoting from Christianity Today: 


Already in Motion 

“The new Board will hold its initial 
meeting for organization in Philadelphia 
on June 27. Its roll contains names of men 
and women prominent and_ respected 
throughout the whole Church. The very 
personnel of the new Board will commend 
it to the confidence of loyal Presbyterians 
who are wondering what to do with their 
mission money. 

“It is generally contemplated that the 
new Board will begin modestly, with no 
commitments except to spend wisely what 
loyal believers may send. 

“It is expected that the new Board will 
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not begin with any grandiose fanfare of 
trumpets, but that it will commence in 
faith and prayer, trusting that God in His 
grace will supply what is needful. It will 
face a situation full of delicate and per- 
plexing problems, but it will no doubt face 
them in the grace of the God who knows 
all and who wil! honor this witness to His 
truth.” 





HOLY ENTHUSIASM 

When the first party of young mission- 
aries joining the China Inland Mission 
from North America went forth in 1888, 
it was an event of which a large section 
of the community took notice. The story 
of their departure from Toronto is related 
by Mrs. Reginald Radcliffe, then visiting 
in America in company with her husband, 
who was an outstanding Christian leader 
of his day. 

“The proceedings of these farewell meet- 
ings of the first band of American and 
Canadian missionaries to inland China has, 
I think, rarely been equaled for solemn im- 
pressiveness and touching pathos. From 
Dr. Parson’s church (Knox Presbyterian) 
we accompanied them to the railway sta- 
tion. Toronto has never witnessed such a 
scene. From five hundred to one thou- 
sand people came to see them off. When 
the party were settled on board the train, 
Mr. Radcliffe lifted up his strong voice 
and led in a touching prayer for blessing 
and preservation of the travelers. Many 
people followed his words with a loud 
voice. There was great emotion. Re- 
turning from the station, the members of 
the Y. M. C. A. walked up the streets 
of Toronto four abreast singing hymns, 
and we all waved our handkerchiefs. Thus 
ended one of the most interesting eras of 
my life. We had seen how marvelously 
God had opened hearts in America and 
Canada to Mr. Hudson Taylor’s appeal 
for inland China, and to Mr. Radcliffe’s 
thrilling words on behalf of the whole 
heathen world.” 





THE TESTIMONY OF AN EX- 
FRIAR 


Many of our readers will recall the story 
of how a Dominican friar, clothed in the 
robes of his order, appeared at the home 
of a missionary, C. A. Patton, in Cuzco, 
Peru, early one morning some six years 
ago, and announced his decision to for- 


sake the barren sophistries and effete de- 
lusions of decadent Romanism. A man of 
brilliant mind and capacities, with con- 
siderable education along certain lines, he 
had long struggled under the tyranny of 
the system under which he had_ been 
reared. At last he became bold enough 
to throw off the shackles and make straight 
for the light that had begun to filter 
through the missionary’s testimony in the 
community. What a privilege was Pat- 
ton’s, to be able to comfort, counsel and 
instruct such a seeking soul ! 

The converted friar, now Senor Mon- 
tano, after enduring months of fierce per- 
secution, finished a course in Bible training 
at the splendid institution conducted by Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Strachan in Costa Rica. 
Subsequently returning to Peru, he became 
regularly associated as a missionary under 
the Evangelical Union of South America, 
and is at present located at Lima. From 
a recent letter from Senor Montano sev- 
eral paragraphs are quoted: 

“For a long time we have been praying 
that from among our young people God 
would raise up at least one who without 
fear or shame would go through the streets 
of Lima carrying a big sign board with 
announcements of our meetings on one side 
and a Scripture text on the other. All of 
a sudden, during Easter week, one of our 
young men, a member of the Gideon 
League, said he was ready to do this work. 


Lima Sees Something New 


“On one side of the sign was an attrac- 
tive invitation to attend our public serv- 
ices; on the other was John 3:16 in large 
clear letters. The text was read by all 
classes of people, and much interest cre- 
ated. The young man was asked a great 
many questions concerning the Protestants, 
for most of the people have been told by 
the priests that we do not believe in God, 
or in Christ, or in anything that has to do 
with religion and heaven, but that we are 
Satan’s agents. It is hard to believe that 
in such a city as Lima the people would 
believe everything the priest tells them and 
be so thoroughly deceived. It is not so 
strange that the more simple country folk 
and mountaineers believe these things, and 


are persuaded that we even have horns!. 


“When some interesting conversations 
began with a Catholic priest who had been 
in that office for some twenty-five years, 
he said, ‘If you tell me that Mary, the

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mother of Jesus, had other sons, I catinot 
become an evangelical.’ But he has re- 
cently become deeply interested in the gos- 
pel, and has even asked to be baptized. 
A short time ago another priest called on 
me in a very urgent manner, saying he 
wanted to leave the convent and become 
an evangelical, and I am still working with 
him, though he has said very much the 
same things as the other one. 

“Returning to the subject of the text 
announced on the sign board, we have 
every reason to think that it produced a 
splendid effect, and I am sure it was used 
as fire and sword by God’s Spirit to speak 
to hundreds of hearts, if not thousands, as 
there were great crowds of people on the 
streets during those festival days. Having 
myself in former years preached in the prin- 
cipal Catholic churches of Lima on two 
or three of the words that Christ uttered 
while on Calvary, I am able to say that 
the number that came to our missionary 
service on good Friday was far greater 
than all of those other congregations put 
together.” 





CHINESE NOMENCLATURE 


New maps of China, and press dispatches 
from that country, set forth names of im- 
portant cities in a fashion quite bewilder- 
ing to even those who profess some degree 
of acquaintance with oriental geography. 
In their ardor for making complete the 
revolution against the old Manchu regime, 
the younger generation has changed many 
of the old familiar names, very much in 
the same spirit as the citizens of Boston, 
Mass., altered names of streets at the time 
of our Revolutionary War. Many of the 
old Chinese names for cities indicated the 
official rank of the place in the Manchu 
scheme of government. But that is all 
changed now. Peking is now Peiping. 
Wenchow is now Yungkin, Chungking is 
Pahsien, Sian is Changan, Anking is 
Hwaining, etc. The Chinese themselves 
will experience little difficulty, for they 
are rather fond of using several names for 
the same place or person, but to Western- 
ers it will prove extremely confusing. For- 
tunately, numerous publications will assist 
the reader by placing the old name in 
parenthesis immediately following the new. 





PIONEERING IN NORTHEAST 
INDIA 


For years we have heard about our 
Bawm people (living in the remote hill 
country), and now our hearts were made 
glad to arrive in one of their villages. We 
had from descriptions pictures in our minds 
concerning these things, but how different 
we found them! Traveling in the Bawm 
country, and among the other hill tribes, 
is most difficult. There are no proper 
paths, anywhere, and in most places we 
had to follow the stream beds, walking in 
the water, as there were no paths along the 
sides. No white woman had ever visited 
these areas, and I had been told that it 
would be almost impossible for me to 
make the journey. No one had ever men- 
tioned that one would have to wade in the 
streams; in fact neither of us knew any- 
thing about it until we got to the first 
stream. Off went our shoes and stock- 
ings and through the water we waded for 
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long distances. Then the trail seemed to 
lead from the water and we would put on 
our shoes and stockings again. After 
walking only a short distance, back to the 
stream we would come again. This was 
repeated day after day, but each day it 
seemed as if the water path grew longer. 
So we decided to travel barefooted alto- 
gether. I may assure you that walking 
over the sharp stones of the stream and 
on the hot sands of the bank was no easy 
or pleasant task, and at times was very 
painful to our tender feet. But our hearts 
were filled with great joy to see so many 
happy Christians who had gathered to wel- 
come us. 
Penetrating the Jungle Depths 

Leaving Bawm we traveled toward 
Chawmgbawt. Chawmgbawt village is lo- 
cated on the top of a high hill. The climb 
is very difficult, as it is hard to get a foot- 
hold anywhere. The natives somehow can 
grip their toes on almost anything, but we 
with our shoes had a most difficult time 
and could never have climbed up without 
the assistance of the natives. At this vil- 
lage Mr. Rostad held a Bible conference 
with all the Maru, Bawm and Saichlo area 
workers. We spent a week, and each night 
a service was held in the chapel. Magic 
lantern pictures were shown out of doors, 
and many came from nearby villages to 
see and hear the messages given. There 
is a head man’s village close by, and here 
we went a number of times to play the 
victrola, hold outdoor meetings, and show 
the pictures of the life of Christ. The 
work among the Maru people is quite new 
and as yet there are very few converts, but 
many seemed deeply interested in the mes- 
sage. Some of the Maru have heard the 
teachings of Buddha, and in making com- 
parisons said, “Oh, your teaching of Christ 
is far better than that of Buddha, for it 
is a shorter way to heaven!”—Mrs. Paul 
Rostad 





A NEW DOOR OPENED 


Missions to the Moslems in Nigeria have 
irom the beginning been governmentally 
banned, but now at last an opening has 
been granted to direct Moslem evangeliza- 
tion, and a site in a completely Moslem 
center has been given our mission (Sudan 
Interior Mission). The tribe to be ap- 
proached are the Hausa people, and the 
site for the station is Garko, forty miles 
out from the ancient city of Kano. 

With the great and increasing need of 
the fruitful work in which we have been 
engaged in Tangale, our wildest fancy 
could not have foreshown to us a call 
from God to leave it and engage in a new 
fear-inspiring task of Moslem evangeliza- 
tion. And yet the call has come, and one 
from God too we are sure, with a persua- 
sion born only of quiet waiting and exam- 
ination. 

In March I made a visit to Garko, some 
three hundred miles distant from our pres- 
ent residence, Kaltungo. Occupation of 
the place cannot be affected until buildings 
have been erected; and as these walls will 
have to be made of mud bricks, they can- 
not go up till the end of the rainy season, 
say in October or November, so our final 
move to Garko cannot be made until near 
the end of the year. 

We desire earnestly that the Lord will 
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stir up our friends to importunate prayer 
for the outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon 
our lives, that we may be full and over- 
flowing vessels, bearing the name of the 
Lord to those now bearing the name of the 
human and misguided leader, Mohammed.

WHY FOREIGN MISSIONS? 

Is there any good reason why one 
country should send missionaries to an- 
other and try to persuade its people to ac- 
cept the foreigners’ religion? The ques- 
tion is often asked; the answers are va- 
rious. Some say that Christian foreign 
missions are an impertinence. If the peo- 
ple of Canada or Great Britain or the 
United States believe in Christianity as a 
desirable _ religion let 
them so believe; but 
what right have they to 


desperately, incurably diseased; they are 
justly convicted and sentenced to imprison- 
ment and death; and there is only one 
thing that will save them from drowning, 
heal their disease, release them from pris- 
on, and deliver them from the death sen- 
tence. All other religions are impotent 
and worse than impotent to help men. 
This is the declaration of God Himself, 
as made in His Word. If it is true— 
and because God cannot lie it is true— 
then what manner of man would the Chris- 
tian be if, knowing that he possessed the 
unspeakable blessing of this Good News 
intended of God for all men, and knowing 
that those in foreign lands had no knowl-

the Laymen’s Missionary Inquiry report 
and the controversy that has raged around 
it have not been helpful in stimulating 
foreign mission gifts. 


Spiritual, Not Economic Depression 


If these opinions are an accurate ex- 
pression of prevailing sentiment, the de- 
cline in missionary giving has its roots, 
not primarily in economic depression, but 
in “spiritual depression.’ The Christian 
religion is essentially missionary. The 
spirit of the gospel and the Bible as a 
whole is a foreign missionary spirit, and 
the words of Jesus, known as the Great 
Commission, are all-inclusive, “Go ye into 
all the world.” The Christian, therefore, 
if he would have the spirit of Christ, must 
think in world terms, and must pray and 
give in that spirit. 

Some one has pointed out that every 
book in the New Testament was written 
by a foreign missionary, and that the New 
Testament epistles were addressed to 
foreign missionary 
churches.

They should go to 
foreign fields, they are 
told, ready to give and 
take; to share with the 
people of other countries 











whatever good there is 
in Christianity and at 
the same time to receive 
from these other re- 
ligions the good that is in them. It is 
more becoming in missionaries, it is urged, 
not to assume to have any monopoly on 
truth but to be humble and teachable them- 
selves, and to learn from other religions 
what they may have to offer. 


To Save Perishing Men 


It is not an impertinence to offer to save 
a drowning man. It is not an impertinence 
to tell a desperately sick man of a cure 
that one knows by personal experience can 


make him well. Nor is it an impertinence 
to carry a pardon from the government to 
a condemned criminal. These acts of un- 
selfish interest in the welfare of a fellow- 
man are faint illustrations of the Chris- 
tian foreign missionary enterprise. Chris- 
tians know from the Scriptures that all 
men, whether in India, China, Africa, 
Britain or North America, are lost souls, 
lost eternally, without the gospel of Jesus 
Christ.

One of 
these causes is that the feeling is growing 
among church members that Christianity 
has no right to seek to supplant the reli- 
gions of other lands. Another is the wide- 
spread increase in the belief that more at- 
tention should be given to the needs of 
the home land and less to foreign mission 
endeavor. It is probably true, also, that

Asia, and a map of the 
first century Christian 
world is a tracing of the 
missionary journeys of 
the apostle. “Of the 
twelve apostles chosen 
by Jesus all except one 
became missionaries. 
The one who did not be- 
come a missionary be- 
came a traitor.”

DIVERSION OF MISSION FUNDS 
FOR LOCAL SUPPORT 


Charges that the official boards of some 
of the 429 churches composing the United 
Lutheran Synod of New York were dip- 
ping their hands into the coffers of funds 
contributed for outside missionary work 
and using them for the support of the 
home church, were made by two of the 
officers of the Synod at its fifth annual 
convention at Buffalo, N. Y. The officers 
who made the charges were Dr. Samuel 
Trexler, president of the synod, and Fred 
H. Wefer, the treasurer of the synod, both 
of New York City. In his annual report 
as head of the synod Dr. Trexler said: 
“The fact persists and is becoming more 
alarming, that moneys gathered for ex- 
tension purposes are used for local sup- 
port. There are two stern reasons why 
this dare not continue. First, the -great 
causes of the Church limp because they 
have insufficient support. Secondly, it is 
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fundamentally wrong to use funds gathered 
for others on ourselves. How can we 
expect God to prosper our work in the 
face of such malfeasance?” To use 
funds that were given for the support of 
missionary work for the support of the 
home church is a diversion of funds that 
is dishonest and wholly reprehensible. Any 
man possessing a Christian conscience will 
have no difficulty in coming to a righteous 
decision in a case of this kind—The 
United Presbyterian. 





WHY KEEP AT IT? 
Summer days are with us again, and a 
large number of Christian workers are 
ceasing their work to a greater or less de- 
gree. 
Church audiences decline, and some fine 
workers lessen their labors or drop out 


altogether. If this is to be like previous 
summers a great many churches will be 
closed very tightly for a month or more. 

It is said, with some truth, that the 
workers need rest, but it is well to re- 
member that the same needs are pressing 
in July as in January. Jesus did say to 
His disciples that they needed to go apart 
and rest for a time. In our hard-pressed 
nation, a vacation often seems imperative. 
We do not believe a disciple of Christ is 
called upon to overwork. Granting the 
necessity of occasional “let-up,” one should 
never forget that there is always plenty of 
need for our work, as there is for the 
work of the physician or other beneficent 
laborer.

The apostle Paul raises the question as 
to how people can hear the gospel without 
a preacher.

To begin with, there are a great many 
people who are a bit dull of hearing, and 
worse than that, let me say it softly, there 
are at least some preachers who do not 
speak distinctly. 

The young gipister should be thor- 
oughly trained@inthe art of public speak- 
ing. An old-fashioned layman remarked 
not long ago: “Do you know what is the 
matter with preachers? Ninety-nine out 
of every hundred do not speak so that any- 
body can hear what they are saying.” He 
quotes a noted teacher who made this re- 
mark: “Our Presbyterian preachers spend 
half a life-time learning what to say, and 
next to no time in learning how to say it 
effectively.” 

We are told that Ezra, the scribe, and 
a group of the Levites called all the peo- 
ple together and read to them out of the 
book of the law. The record tells us that 
the people heard the reading of the law 
joyfully, and stood there from early morn- 
ing until noon listening with marked at- 
tention. Yes, they stood. Please note what 
the record says of the reading of those 
men who held this great audience thus 
spellbound: “They read in the book in the 
law of God distinctly and gave the sense, 
and caused them to understand the read- 
ing.” Note that word “distinctly.”—Dr.

HOW TO GET A GOOD PREACHER 


We venture to tell our readers a fine 
way in which many a church may get a 
new preacher in the pulpit. We do not 
refer to securing a different pastor. We 
mean that many a preacher will be en- 
dowed with new power and freshness in 
his preaching if his people will only pray 
for him and his message. 

No preacher, whatever his gifts, can 
preach with spiritual power before a 
spiritually dead church or before domin- 
antly critical and censorious spiritual 
forces in the pew in its attitude to the gos- 
pel. We suggest to the reader to form the 
habit of praying for his pastor when he 
is preaching. He is the appointed mes- 
senger of God. He is the ambassador of 
a supernatural faith. That faith is the 
most powerful thing in this world, and 
has done more for men and nations than 
all other forces combined. But the man in 
the pulpit has not in himself any power to 
impart it as a vital force. He is also with- 
out power to apply it to the nurturing of 
those to whom it has been imparted. The 
power of the new life, to impart it and 
nourish it, is the power of the Holy Spirit. 
And the Holy Spirit has always honored, 
and now honors and hears those who in 
all faithfulness turn to the Lord in prayer. 

Urging the importance of prayer, a noted 
evangelist declared that he sometimes felt 
that churches might more effectively reach 


. the unsaved if for a time evangelistic meet- 


ings were closed down while the churches 
got on their knees. The nervous haste 
and the increasing dependence on or- 
ganization expediencies manifested by 
many evangelists and churches to the end 
of getting speedy “results”—meaning per- 
sons to join the church—have become in 
many instances in our times an obvious 
handicap to securing deep and abiding 
spiritual results—IWestern Recorder. 





PALESTINE HAS ONLY ALL-JEW- 
ISH CITY IN WORLD 


Tel Aviv, Palestine, enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the only all-Jewish city in 
the world. It is practically 100 per cent 
Jewish, for out of a population of 45,000 
only 240 residents are not Jews. Only He- 
brew is spoken. Dr. Milton J. Rosen, 
Harvard professor, essayed a conversa- 
tion with a small boy on the streets of 


Tel Aviv. To his surprise, the lad refused 
to speak English, and kept repeating 
“Rak Ivrith’ (only Hebrew). Dr. Rosen 
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asked him why he spoke only Hebrew. 
With a saugy look and confident expecta- 
tion that his answer would be annihilating, 
the boy asked in the Hebrew tongue, 
“Isn’t it the language that God speaks?” 

Jewish ceremonials and holidays hold 
sway as nowhere else. With the approach 
of twilight on Friday the Shofar is blown, 
and stores, factories, even bus lines cease. 
There are both public and private schools 
for general instruction, arts, music and 
trades. Herzliah School has 800 students, 
and its graduates are admitted to colleges 
in Europe and America.—Missionary Re- 
view of the World. 





RESOLUTION ON ANTI-SEMITISM 
The following resolution was passed by 
the Hebrew Christian Alliance of America 
at the nineteenth annual conference held in 
the Boulevard Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Binghamton, N. Y., June 4-9: 

Wuereas, Once again a section of the 
dispersed household of Israel has been 
called upon to suffer the pain and igno- 
miny of racial discrimination. 

And Wuereas, It is impossible to in- 
flict pain upon a part of a body without 
communicating the same pain to every 
other part, 

Be it Resotvep, Therefore, that we, the 
Hebrew Christian Alliance of America, 
assembled in our Nineteenth Annual Con- 
ference in the city of Binghamton, N. Y., 
June 4-9, protest the unchristian and cruel 
treatment meted out to our brethren by 
the present government of Germany. 

And be it also REsoLvep, That we assure 
our fellow Jews everywhere that we share 


with them in this hour of our common sor- 
row and that we long and pray for the 
speedy return of the captivity of Zion. 

And be it further REso_vep, That we call 
upon all branches of the Christian Church 
everywhere to continue their protests until 
the Spirit of Christ prevails and the lam- 
entable situation is corrected. 





RESOLUTION ON THE UNCHANGE- 
ABLENESS OF THE GOSPEL 


The following resolution was adopted 
by the Scandinavian Alliance Mission at its 
annual conference in Chicago, June, 1933: 

Recognizing the fact that we live and 
labor in an age of human unrest, when 
loud demands of readjustments, industrial, 
social and religious, are raised on every 
side, we glory in the opportunity of offer- 
ing stricken, bewildered humanity an un- 
changing gospel that alone can solve its 
problems and heal its wounds. The gospel 
committed to us in the sacred Scriptures 
and through the Holy Spirit is as un- 
changeable as is its divine source, the 
Eterna! God. It is subject to no appraisal 
by fallible man, and remains the same un- 
shaken rock throughout the upheavals of 
the present evil age, carrying the same 
Christ-given message to all races and con- 
ditions of men, be they pagan or civilized, 
illiterate or cultured, profane or religious. 

Our gospel is not a man-made gospel! of 
salvation by character; it is not a social 
gospel of human uplift and reform; it is 
much more than that. It is the old 
gospel of salvation through faith in the 
Lamb of God that taketh away the sin 


of the world. Wherever proclaimed and 
received it civilizes and reforms state and 
society by means of bringing the individual 
into a right relation with God. Our mes- 
sage to all races and all lands is therefore 
the same gospel message that was com- 
mitted by the Lord to His apostles and 
has been proclaimed by all true messengers 
of the Lord during past centuries, and by 
the grace of God it-will continue to be our 
message until our work is done.

She looked him full in the 
face and then a great light broke upon her 
countenance, and again throwing herself 
on his bosom, she cried, “Oh, Papa, forgive 
me; I did not understand, but now I do.” 

That is the consecration which God 
loves and loves to recompense. Our sacri- 
fices are real investments that will bring 
us infinite returns in that day when He 
shall give us diadems for tears, cities for 
pounds, and ten thousand per cent com- 
pound interest on all we have laid down 
for His sake-——Covenant Companion.

Question: Is the “great sign” (R. V.) 
described in Revelation 12:1, 2 the same 
as the sign mentioned in Matthew 24:30? 

Answer: Plainly they are not the 
same, for the principal character in the 
sign in Revelation 12 is the symbolical 
woman who is in travail (tribution), while 
the sign in Matthew is that of the Son of 
man, which depicts His visible return to 
the earth immediately following the Great 
Tribulation (v. 29). 





CRIME OF THE CRUCIFIXION 
E. A. B., Ogbomasho, Nigeria 

Question: Was it a sin for the Jews 
to have crucified Jesus, since it was 
prophesied that He should die such a 
death? Suppose they had not crucified 
Him, who would have brought that proph- 
ecy to pass? 


Answer: Prophecy does not necessi- 
tate that men should combine to bring a 
prediction to pass. Prophecy may foretell 
what men will do, but does not compel 
them so to act. It never destroys their 
free moral agency, neither does prophecy 
remove the responsibility for their sin. 
The death of Jesus was prophesied (Isa. 
53). So far as Jesus was concerned it was 
voluntary (John 10:18), yet He was taken 
and slain by the hands of wicked men 
(Acts 2:23) who later were convicted of 
their sin (Acts 2:37). 





INSTANTANEOUS SALVATION 
D. I. C., Wakefield, R. I. 

Questions: (1) Is conversion instan- 
taneous? (2) Is it possible to be so filled 
with divine love as to experience no fear? 
(3) In what condition are the saved and 
the unsaved during the period between 
death and the resurrection? 


Answers: (1) Conversion itself may be 
a process, accompanied by instruction, in- 
vestigation, and gradual change of atti- 
tude toward Jesus Christ; but in the sense 
of regeneration, or being born again, we 
believe it is instantaneous, Multitudes so 
testify. It is not necessary, however, that 
one should be able to lay his finger upon 
the very moment of this salvation. Many 
true Christians are unable to state the time 
and place when the mighty change took 
place, when they passed out of death into 
life. (2) See I John 4:18. (3) Both 
classes are conscious. The saved are in 
heaven (Phil. 1:23), while the lost are 
in torment (Luke 19 :22-24).

Question: What is the significance of 
John 20:7? 
Answer: In the first place the particu- 


lar description of such an item is evidence 
that Peter and John were eye-witnesses 
to the fact of the resurrection. That 
folded napkin made an indelible impression 
upon the memory of John, who made a 
record of it many years later. In the sec- 
ond place the fact that the napkin which 
had been around the head of Jesus was 
now carefully rolled up and put into its 
own place, separate from the other grave 
clothes, which remained in their origin.1 
position, “appears to indicate the calm and 
orderly manner in which Jesus had left the 
sepulchre.” There is no hint “either of 
hasty flight or of a violent removal of the 
body.” 





SYNAGOGUE OF SATAN

Question: Will you 
Revelation 2:9 and 4:8? 


Answer: The latter part of 2:9 refers 
to false Jews, who are Jews only in name, 
or outwardly, but whose hearts have never 
been circumcised (Rom. 2:28,29). Such 
are not to be feared, although they are in 
league with Satan. Satan means ad- 
versary, or false accuser. These Jewish 
followers no doubt were mainly respon- 
sible, instigated by Satan, for the persecu- 
tions which are mentioned in the next 
verse. Revelation 4:8—These four beasts 
are described symbolically in verses 6 and 
7. The more correct translation is “four 
living creatures” (Ezek. 1:5). They are 
full of intelligence (multiplicity of eyes) 
and are worshipful. The number “four” 
is thought to suggest, or represent, “the 
judicial authority of the throne” in rela- 
tion to the earth.

SIN NOT IMPUTED 
W. F. S., Antiquity, Ohio 
Question: Please explain Romans 5:13. 
Does it mean that all men were saved from 
Adam to Moses? 


Answer: It can not mean this, because 
Paul has just stated in the preceding verse 
that death had passed upon all men. 
Death is the penalty of sin, and prevailed 
before the giving of the law. But since 
sin was in the world, and all had suf- 
fered on account of it, in what sense was 
it not imputed to them? The Greek word 
used here is not just the same as in 
Romans 4:11. It has the sense of “fully 
reckoned.” John tells us that sin is the 
transgression of the law (I John 3:4). 
This is confirmed by Paul (Rom. 3:15). 
The guilt of all men was established, and 
hence all were under condemnation, but 


they were not as guilty as those who lived 
under the fuller light of the law. Hence 
sin was not “fully reckoned” unto them. 





JUDAS NOT A COMMUNICANT 
M. E. R., Kansas City, Mo. 


Question: Did Judas Iscariot partake 
of the Lord’s Supper? 


Answer: While the Passover was be- 
ing celebrated Jesus startled His apostles 
by announcing that one of them would 
betray Him. The betrayer was indicated 
to John when He handed the sop to Judas, 
after which he was dismissed from the 
room (John 13:27). He left immediately 
(v. 30). Since the Lord’s Supper was not 
instituted until near the close of the feast 
of the Passover, Judas could not have par- 
taken of the Lord’s Supper. Neither had 
he any right to do so, for Satan had en- 
tered into him (v. 27). 





OFFER OF THE KINGDOM 
C. W., Monticello, Fla. 
Question: Had the Jews accepted 
Jesus Christ as their King, would we 
Gentiles never have had a Saviour? 


Answer: While Jesus was born as 
King of the Jews, and although Pilate 
placed that inscription over His cross, the 
fact remains that Jesus took no steps to 
immediately establish the messianic king- 
dom. Christ came to die, not to reign. 
John the Baptist pointed Him out as the 
“Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin 
of the world,’ and the One who was to 
baptize with the Holy Spirit (John 1:29). 
He came to “seek and save the lost” 
(Luke 19:10). His blood “was shed for 
many for the remission of sins” (Matt. 
26:28). Early in His ministry He spake 
of His death and resurrection (John 2:19). 
Before His last journey to Jerusalem He 
told His disciples that He must go there 
to suffer, and be killed, and be raised again. 
He also told His disciples that He must 
take His journey into a far country in 
order to receive His kingdom and return. 
He told them this because they thought the 
visible kingdom was to be _ established 
immediately (Luke 19:11). Following the 
feeding of the five thousand the people 
would have taken Him by force and made 
Him King (John 6:15), but He would 
have nothing of the kind. Instead He 
must be killed and resurrected (Luke 








9:22). Since His kingdom is to be a holy 

kingdom, it was necessary first of all that 
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provision be made for the sin of the 
world. He must first be crucified. No 
glories until afterward (I Pet. 1:11). 
Isaiah 53 must be fulfilled before Zecha- 
riah 14 was possible. The cross was the 
only way to the visible kingdom and the 
glory of the universal King. Before He 
came into the world He knew what would 
befall Him, for He came as the “Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the world” 
(Rev. 13:8). Had He not become our 
Sinbearer He would not have been worthy 
to reign (Rev. 5:12, 13). While there was 
a bona fide offer of the kingdom, it could 
not have been one to exclude the sacrifice 
of Jesus Christ on the Cross as our 
Saviour. 





DANGER OF BEING CUT OFF

Question: Please explain Romans 11: 


16-24. 


Answer: The basis for the under- 
standing of this passage is to remember 
that Paul is here dealing with the Jewish 
nation as a whole, and with the Church as 
a whole. The pronouns must be under- 
stood in the same sense. Chapters 9-11 
deal with the present corporate, or national, 
rejection of Israel (9:1-5). The passage 
under consideration refers to Israel as 
an olive tree, some of whose branches were 
broken off because of unbelief, and in 
whose place the Church was grafted in. 
But the church should not boast, but rather 
fear. If God spared not the natural 
branches, neither will He spare thee (the 
Church). It is necessary for the Church 
to continue in faith (v. 20). Elsewhere 
we are forewarned that the Church will 
apostatize (II Thess. 2:3). Judgment is 
to begin at the house of God (I Pet. 
4:17). The final picture of the Church 
is that portrayed in the message of our 
Lord to the Church in Laodicea, which He 
is to spue out of His mouth because of 
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its Christless and hopeless condition. These 
facts in no way affect the standing and 
final destiny of true believers. The apostle 
has already dealt with their security in 
Romans 8. 





THE OUT RESURRECTION 

W. S. M., San Leandro, Calif. 

Questions: Do Philippians 4:13, I Cor- 
inthians 15:51,52, and I Thessalonians 
4:16-18 all refer to the same resurrection? 
What is the meaning of Philippians 3:11? 
Was Paul fearful that he might miss this 
out resurrection? 


Answer: It is our judgment that all 
of these passages refer to the same resur- 
rection; namely, the resurrection of true 
believers. This is the first resurrection, 
or the resurrection from, or out from 
among, the dead. This is elsewhere called 
“the resurrection of the just” (Luke 14:4), 
and “the resurrection of life” (Dan. 12:2; 
John 5:29). Paul’s language, “If by any 
means [ may attain” (Phil. 3:11), has been 
taken by some to imply doubt and uncer- 
tainty of prospect. But in the light of 
Romans 8:31-39, and certain other pas- 
sages from Paul’s writings, such cannot 
be his state of mind here. “The power of 
his resurrection” (Phil. 3:10) reminds us 
that the same power is working in behalf 
of those who have been called, justified, 
and glorified. But may not we infer that 
Paul had in mind a class of specially 
privileged saints, who alone will partici- 
pate in this “out” resurrection? That is 
claimed by some, but on the other hand 
only two resurrections are contrasted in 
the Scriptures. Our part is either in the 
resurrection of life or the resurrection of 
everlasting shame and _ condemnation 
(Dan. 12:2; John 5:29). Paul himself 
makes no other distinction. Since we all 
are members of the body of Christ our 
destiny is one and our resurrection is one. 
As Jesus’ own resurrection was “from” 
the dead, ours also will be. I Corinthians 
15:23, 51, 52 and I Thessalonians 4:14-16 
are decisive upon this point. Nevertheless 
this ought not to lead us into careless liv- 
ing, but rather to strive the more earnestly 
to be counted worthy of such honor, as 
was the case with Paul. 





RESPONSIBILITY FOR SALVATION 
J. T. G., Cape May Point, N. J. 

Questions: How do you explain John 
6:44; 12:39,40; Romans 9:18? Are we to 
understand that God fully controls the 
human will in the matter of personal sal- 
vation? 

Answer: John 6:44 clearly states that 
no man of himself is able to save himself. 
Self-effort does not bring one to God. The 
Father must “draw” him. The next verse 
reveals the drawing power. It is through 
knowledge: “And they shall all be taught 
of God.” “Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God” (Rom. 10:- 
17). But mere information about God is 
not sufficient to save one. He must proper- 
ly “learn,” and so will he “come.” He that 
believeth hath everlasting life (John 6:47). 

John 12:39,40—This judicial blindness 
and hardening of hearts was the result of 
their previous rejection of God (vv. 36,37) 
It was the spiritual consequence of their 
own unbelief (v. 37). 





Romans 9:18—Taken by itself this verse 
makes of God a harsh, absolute sovereign, 
regardless of any will or worth in the 
individual. It will help us, first of all, to 
remember that God in His sovereignty 
made man a free moral agent, and hence 
accountable for all his acts. While it is 
true that God has mercy upon whom He 
will, and whom He will He hardeneth, it 
also is true that in neither instance does 
God act arbitrarily, or irrespective of 
what the individual does and is. Take the 
case of Jacob and Esau. We know from 
the later history of these two sons which 
one should have been the chosen seed, and 
also which was unworthy of such honor. 
But God knew beforehand. This explains 
His preference for, and choice of, Jacob, 
and also His disapproval and rejection of 
Esau. Paul uses Pharaoh for another il- 
lustration. If we read the account of 
God’s dealings with Pharaoh we shall find 
that Pharaoh acted always as a free moral 
agent. He could obey God and let His 
people go, or refuse to do so. He chose 
the latter course, and each time he did so 
he hardened his own heart (Exod. 8:15). 
God hardened Pharaoh’s heart simply by 
permitting him to do what he wanted to do. 





LEAVING THE CHURCH

Question: The church of which I am 


a member is extremely worldly, and has 
had no prayer meeting for the past twenty 
years. Anybody can join it. The pastor 
takes no stand against this worldiness, says 
such a course would injure the cause of 
Christ, believes there is no hell, and that 
all are going to be saved sometime, some- 
where. Would I be justified in leaving 
such a church, or should I continue in 
grace and in love to give my testimony 
there? 

Answer: To one who has been truly 
saved and knows it such conditions are 
most trying. To us it seems wrong to help 
such a church by giving financial support 
to it, and thus help to perpetuate the evils. 
Yet we do not advise your leaving it. The 
Lord may have saved you and placed you 


. there in order to give you an opportunity 


to witness to His saving power. Recently 
we have read of an elder placed in a some- 
what similar situation, but he stayed, and 
worked, and prayed, until the modernistic 
pastor was removed, and another was se- 
cured who knew the Lord and knew His 
Word, and before long the entire situation 
was reversed. 


Question: Is one ever justified in 
leaving a church where there is no spirit- 
ual warmth? 

Answer: Such a condition is sad and 
deplorable because such an atmosphere is 
not favorable to the enjoyment of spiritual 
things, or to spiritual nurture. Upon the 
other hand, is not such a church in dire 
need of those who are spiritual? What hope 
is there for this church unless the members 
who realize the need of the presence and 
work of the Holy Spirit remain to pray and 
help meet the need? We would suggest 
that you stay and pray and get others to 
pray for the pastor and the church officials, 
until the church is revived by the power of 
the Spirit of God.

Hannah 
I Samuel 1:9-22, 24-28; 2:1, 2 

Golden Text:—Favor is deceitful, and 
beauty is vain; but a woman that feareth 
the Lord, she shall be praised—Proverbs 
3128: 

As indicated by the lesson committee, the 
lesson text practically covers chapters one 
and two of I Samuel. In order to get full 
view of this unusual woman the salient fea- 
tures of these chapters should be made to 
stand out. 

I. Hannah’s Sore Trial (1:1-8). 

Elkanah had two wives in violation of 
God’s law. God’s primal thought for man 
was one wife only. Therefore, for Adam 
He made Eve. Hannah’s sore trial grew 
out of jealousy which naturally springs up 
between two women, wives of one man. The 
violation of this law of God concerning 
marriage has always been attended with 
trouble. We are not told as to whose sin, 
Elkanah’s or Hannah’s, brought on this 
trouble. Under the circumstances, the nat- 
ural inference would be it was that of 
Elkanah. Since Hannah’s name is men- 
tioned first, we may legitimately infer that 
she was his first and lawful wife. 


II. Hannah Prays for a Son (1:9- 
18). 

She had the good sense to take her trou- 
ble to the Lord. Believers should do this 
even though the troubles result from sin. 

1. Her Bitterness of Soul (v. 10). 

Though Elkanah loved her and sought to 
lighten her burden, he was unable to bring 
to her heart the needed solace. Only in 
God can help be found sufficient to stay the 
soul in time of great trial. 

2. Her Vow (v. 11). 

Hannah asked God for a son. She wanted 
a son to minister to God. She trained him 
according to this purpose. In connection 
with her asking this gift from God, she 
vowed to give the child back to God. Samuel 
was therefore a Nazarite all of the days of 
his life. Much can be expected of children 
born into the world under such circum- 
stances. 

3. Hannah Misjudged by Eli, the Priest 
(vv. 12-16). 

The priest observing the motion of her 
lips and not hearing the sound of her voice, 
concluded that she was intoxicated, and 
demanded that she put away wine. She 
defended herself against this vicious infer- 
ence, assuring Eli that in bitterness of soul 
she was pouring out her heart to God in 
prayer. 

4. Hannah Blessed by Eli (vv. 17, 18). 

Her explanation satisfied Eli, who in turn 
pronounced a blessing upon her, joining in 
prayer that God would grant her petition. 


III. Hannah Consecrates Samuel to 
the Lord (1:19-28). 
1. Her Prayer Answered (vv. 19, 20). 
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So definitely did she realize that God had 
answered her prayer that she named the 
child Samuel, which means “asked of God.” 

2. Samuel taken to Shiloh (vv. 20, 24). 

Hannah refrained from going to the place 
of yearly sacrifice till Samuel was weaned. 
During this time we can be sure that she 
most carefully trained this child in the 
things of the Lord. 

3. Samuel Lent, or Returned to the Lord 
(vv. 25-28). 

According to her vow, she took Samuel 
at an early age to the sanctuary and gave 
him over to the charge of Fli, the priest. 
It is a beautiful sight to see Samuel in his 
tender years ministering before the Lord. 
Godly mothers will train their children for 
God’s service. It was, no doubt, a trying 
experience for Hannah to part with her 
child. It has been hard for many a mother 
to lay her child upon the altar for mission- 
ary service. Despite its difficulty, it should 
be a most joyous act. She dedicated him 
unto the Lord to the end of his life. She 
was not content merely that the Lord should 
have him for a brief time, but for the whole 
period of his life. 


IV. Hannah’s Thanksgiving to God 
(ch. 2). 

1. She Rejoiced in the Lord (vv. 1-10). 

So really had God answered her prayer 
and so definitely had she consecrated Sam- 
uel to the sacred service, that she whole- 
heartedly rejoiced in that she could give up 
her child in the service of the Lord. She 
declared that none was so holy as the Lord 
and that there was none other like unto 
the Lord. She realized that the Lord was 
almighty and that the blessings which had 
come to her were from Him. The con- 
sciousness of the interposition of God on 
her behalf more than compensated the trials 
which she had endured at the hand ‘of her 
rival. 

2. Her Love for Samuel (vv. 18, 19). 

This was expressed in the making with 
her own hands a coat for him and taking it 


to him from year to year as she went to 
Shiloh with her husband to worship the 


Lord. This is a fine expression of the 
affection of a godly mother manifesting it- 
self in deeds of kindness. 

3. The Priestly Blessing upon Hannah 
and Elkanah (vv. 20, 21). 

The old priest highly prized the ministry 
of Samuel and expressed his appreciation 
by pronouncing a blessing upon his father 
and mother. It was a wonderful vindica- 
tion for Hannah when the old priest who 
had accused her of being drunk could now 
pronounce the blessing upon her, because 
of her turning back to God the very child 
for whom she asked in bitterness of soul. 

The life and service of Samuel is in strik- 
ing contrast to that of Eli’s sons. Largely 
due to the indulgent tolerance of Eli his 
sons were leading disgraceful lives. 





August 20 
Samuel 
I Samuel 3:1-10; 12:1-4 

Golden Text:—And Samuel said unto 
the people, Fear not: ye have done all this 
wickedness: yet turn not aside from fol- 
lowing the Lord, but serve the Lord with 
all your heart—I Samuel 12:20. 

In order to properly present this lesson, 
it will be necessary to cast up to view the 
salient features of his history. 


I. Samuel’s Birth (1:1-20). 

He was given to Hannah in answer to 
her prayer. His name means “asked of 
God.” 

II. Samuel Lent to the Lord (1:24- 
28). 

In connection with Hannah’s prayer for 
a man child, she vowed to give him to God. 
He was to be a Nazarite all the days of 
his life. For a time after his birth he was 
cared for by his mother in the home. 


III. Samuel Called to God (3:1- 
10). 

The calling of this godly youth is in 
striking contrast with the degeneracy of 
the nation. Dwelling within the sacred 
courts and ministering before the Lord with 
Eli is the innocent Samuel who is to be- 
come the saviour of his people. In Samuel 
we have a striking pattern of child religion. 
The Lord gave him in answer to his moth- 
er’s prayer, and from his birth he was dedi- 
cated to the Lord. In the Scriptures we 
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have set forth two types of experience; the 
one experiencing the saving grace of God 
after having lived in sin; the other of one 
brought up in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord from his infancy. It is a good 
thing to have much sin forgiven, but it is 
far better to grow up without these sins. 

Two traits of Samuel’s character stand 
out in his call—his cheerful obedience to 
the Lord’s call, and his surrendered will. 
He expressed his willingness before he knew 
what was required. He did not inquire what 
was wanted and then condition his obedi- 
ence upon its agreeableness. 


IV. Samuel Established in the Pro- 
phetic Office (3:11-21). 

His first prophetic message was a strange 
and trying one. Up to this time Samuel 
obeyed Eli. The time was now come when 
he must directly hear and obey the Lord. 
The first message entrusted to him was a 
most terrible one. He hesitated to tell it to 
Eli, but when pressed by him, he manifested 
true courage. It doubtless was a bitter ex- 
perience to Eli to see Samuel recognized 
and himself passed by, but he was submis- 
sive. This fearful visitation upon Eli’s 
house was due to the sins of his sons. Eli 
was accountable because he had not re- 
strained them. He was a good man, but lax 
in the discipline of his children. There is a 
period in the life of a child when it may be 
restrained, but if this period is passed over 
the power of restraint passes with it. Fur- 
thermore, to tolerate evil when one has 
power to restrain it is to become an accom- 
plice in it. Samuel grew and the Lord was 
with him and did not let any of His words 
fall to the ground. So fully did the Lord 
bless his ministry that all Israel knew that 
he was established as the Lord’s prophet. 
Little did Hannah know that the boy who 
had been given in answer to her prayer 
would one day become the head of the na- 
tion. 


V. Samuel, the Judge (7:1-17). 

1. The People Called to Forsake Their 
Idols (vv. 1-6). 

Under Eli’s administration the nation 
rapidly deteriorated. Because of their sins 
God permitted the nation to be bitterly 
oppressed by the Philistines. Samuel prom- 
ised them deliverance on condition of re- 
pentance (v. 3). 

2. Samuel Prayed for the People (vv. 
7-14). 

In response to his prayer God miracu- 
lously delivered them from the Philistines. 
This victory was memorialized by the set- 
ting up of the stone called Ebenezer (v. 12). 

3. Samuel Judging Israel (vv. 15-17). 

Bethel, Gilgal, Mizpeh, and Ramah were 
his circuit, to each of which he made an- 
nual visits. These centers were for the 
accommodation of the people so that their 
problems which needed adjudication could 
be regularly cared for. 

4. Samuel’s Final Address (12:1-25). 

When Saul, the new king, was crowned, 
Samuel graciously retired, turning over to 
him the nation’s affairs. 

a. Challenge to the people (vv. 1-5). 

He reminded them of the way the king 
had been given, and showed their direct 
responsibility for the change in government. 
He reviewed his ownvadministration, show- 
ing his walk from childhood, and his career 
as judge and ruler. To this the people re- 


sponded by a vote of confidence. It was 
Samuel’s right as he laid down the reins 
of government to have his records vindi- 
cated. 

b. Review of God’s dealings with the na- 
tion (vv. 6-15). 

He showed them that national prosperity 
was conditioned upon obedience (v. 14). 
Though they had displeased God in choos- 
ing a king, if they would fear the Lord and 
render obedience, national prosperity would 
still be given them. He pointed out that 
disobedience to God meant the nation’s 
ruin. 

c. Personal vindication (vv. 16-25). 

The hour was so critical in the nation’s 
history that Samuel sought to indelibly im- 
press upon their hearts its meaning. This 
he did by thunder and rain out of season. 
They saw this as an example of God’s 
mighty power, which if directed against 
them, would destroy them instantly. Samuel 
did not minimize their sin but assured them 
that if they would serve the Lord whole- 
heartedly, He would not forsake them. 
Though the people had rejected Samuel, yet 
he showed his magnanimity of soul in inter- 
ceding for them. 





August 27 
Saul 
I Samuel 15:13-26 

Golden Text:—And Samuel said, Hath 
the Lord as great delight in burnt offerings 
and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the 
Lord? Behold, to obey is better than sac- 
rifice, and to hearken than the fat of rams. 
—I Samuel 15:22. 

Few men, if any, in all history had 
greater advantages than Saul. Certainly 
all human history fails to record a more 
tragic failure. In order to properly present 
this lesson, it is necessary that the teacher 
have a synthetic grasp of Saul’s history. 


I. Saul’s Advantages. 

1. A Worthy Inheritance (9:1). 

His father was “a mighty man of power.” 
One’s inheritance is a strong factor in de- 
termining his success or failure in life. 

2. His Natural Gifts (9:2). 

He is designated as a “choice young man.” 
There was not a goodlier person in Israel 
than Saul. Note the following personal 
characteristics : 

a. Humility (10:22). 

When facing the responsibility of na- 
tional leadership he hid himself. 

b. Filial concern (9:5). 

Not being successful in the mission com- 
mitted unto him by his father and thinking 
that his father would be concerned about 
him, he proposed to go back for his father’s 
sake. 

c. The grace of God was upon him (10: 
5-7). 

God visited him with His grace to enable 
him to perceive the divine choice and to 
make good in it. 

d. Endued with the Holy Spirit (10:10). 

Acceptable service can only be rendered 
in the energy of the Holy Spirit. To that 
end God gave him the gift of His Spirit. 

e. Zealous for God (11:4-15). 

As the leader of his people, he rendered 
loyal service unto them because of his zeal 
for God. 

3. The Friendship of Samuel (15:35). 
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Samuel not only was loyal to Saul in the 
time of his life, but because of his strong 
attachment to him he greatly mourned his 
death. 

II. Saul Made King (chs. 8-10). 


1. The Demand of the People (8:1-22). 

The reason for this demand was three- 
fold: 

a. Incapacity from old age (v. 5). 

This was at least the plea of the people, 
which seems not to have been denied. 

b. Unfaithfulness of his sons (v. 5). 

Samuel, though a good man, greatly 
blundered in the appointment of his sons as 
judges of Israel. The office of judge was 
not hereditary. Besides, his sons were 
morally and spiritually unfit (v. 3). 

c. Desire to be like other nations (v. 5). 

The surrounding nations had strong lead- 
ers and rulers. Therefore, it was but 
natural that the Israelites should desire 
proper leadership. Samuel protested against 
their action and took the matter to the Lord 
in prayer. The Lord directed him to sol- 
emnly point out to the people the meaning 
of their action. He made it clear to them 
that the king would be very exacting and 
arbitrary in his dealings with them. He 
showed them that their sons would be forced 
to render military service as well as hard 
work in the field and in the house. Their 
daughters would be made slaves. Further, 
their lands would be confiscated, even such 
as inherited from their fathers, and turned 
over to the king’s favorite officers and 
servants. 

2. Saul Chosen as King (9:1-11). 

While on an errand for his father, Samuel 
found him and anointed him (10:1-16). In 
due time the divine choice was confirmed by 
the people at Mizpeh (10:17-27). 

3. Saul’s Leadership Displayed (11:1- 
15). 

He revealed his military genius in effect- 
ing a great victory over the Ammonites at 
Jabez. Samuel took advantage of this op- 
portunity to have Saul confirmed as king 
over the whole nation. 

III. Saul’s Failure (15:1-25). 

1. God’s Command (vv. 1-3). 

God directed him to utterly destroy the 
Amalekites. The reason assigned was their 


evil treatment of Israel after they came out 
of Egypt (Exod. 17:8; Deut. 25:17). 

2. Saul’s Disobedience (vv. 4-9). 

God’s command was only partially car- 
ried out. Agag, the king, was spared and 
the best of the goods appropriated. His 
obedience was half-hearted, which God 
would not accept. 

3. Saul Rejected by God (vv. 19-25). 

a. Samuel cried to God (v. 11). 

The news of Saul’s disgraceful failure 
greatly disturbed Samuel, moving him to 
pray to God day and night. 

b. Saul’s hypocritical pretense (vv. 15, 
16). 

This pretense carried a lie upon its face. 
In spite of his guilty conscience he tried to 
conciliate Samuel. His disobedience was re- 
vealed by the bleating of the sheep and the 
lowing of the herds. 

c. Samuel rehearses before Saul God’s 
dealing with him (vv. 17-23). 

He brought him face to face with his sin. 
God is more concerned with having obedi- 
ence on the part of his servants than He is 
to have them offer unto Him sacrifices. 
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IV. The Divine Judment Falls upon 
Saul (15:26-35). 

1. The Loss of His Kingdom (vv. 26- 
319. 

For the presumptuous offering of sacri- 
fice the kingdom was rent from Saul and 
the dynasty passed from his house. 

2. Subjection to an Evil Spirit (19:9- 
11). 

When Saul refused allegiance to God, 
Satan took control of him. Unless the 
Spirit of God rules in the heart of man he 
will be controlled by the evil spirit. 

3: His Shameful Death (31:1-4). 

Réfusing allegiance to God, God forsook 
Saul. Even his old friend Samuel left him 
alone to suffer in disgrace. He refused to 
destroy the Amalekite and was shamefully 
treated by an Amalekite (II Sam. 1:10), 
and ended his life by his own hand. 





September 3 
David 

I Samuel 16:4-13; Psalm 78:70-72 

Golden Text:—But the Lord said unto 
Samuel, Look not on his countenance, or 
on the height of his stature; because I have 
refused him: for the Lord seeth not as man 
seeth; for man looketh on the outward ap- 
pearance, but the Lord looketh on the heart. 
—I Samuel 16:7. 

David was a remarkable man. He pos- 
sessed great versatility. Whether viewed 
as an athlete, shepherd, poet, musician, war- 
rior, or king, the interest is commanding. 
His gems of poetry are today loved and 
prized as none other in all the world. His 
fellowship with Jonathan stands out as the 
ideal friendship. As a statesman, he is of 
first rank. 

I. David, the Shepherd Boy (I Sam. 
16:11-13; 17:34-37). 

As a young man he was engaged in keep- 
ing his father’s sheep. Such a life might 
have tended to indolence, but it proved 


otherwise with David. Because of the vision 
of his soul and the energy of his nature, he 
became quite an athlete. As he himself 
tells us, in the defense of his father’s sheep 
he slew a lion and a bear. His musician- 
ship had brought him such fame as to be 
called to play at the royal court. Then, 
too, he showed his skill as an expert marks- 
man in his ability to throw the stone that 
felled the Philistine giant. 


II, David Anointed King (16:1-13). 

Saul’s failure greatly grieved Samuel. 
The Lord rebuked him for excessive mourn- 
ing. God had rejected Saul from being 
king. It was therefore Samuel's duty to 
submit to the divine action. 

1. Samuel Sent to Anoint David (vv. 
1-3). 

The situation was delicate. Saul had be- 
come a desperate character. For the divine 
commission to become known to Saul, there- 
fore, would imperil Samuel’s life. The 
method by which this was to be done was 
shrewd but entirely legitimate. It is right 
to conceal from others that which they have 
no right to know. 

2. The Method of Selection (vv. 6-12). 

The Lord had made known to Samuel 
that one of Jesse’s sons was to be the king, 
but not the particular one. Selection was 
most important as national destiny hung 
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Clay in your hands!

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upon it. Eliab first appeared—a man of 
splendid physique and majestic appearance 
so that even Samuel thought the Lord’s 
choice was before him. His outward ap- 
pearance was all right, but the inner reali- 
ties known to God were against him. God 
only knows those who can be entrusted 
with great responsibilities. All but one of 
Jesse’s sons had been looked upon, and still 
the Lord’s choice had not appeared. Jesse’s 
reply to Samuel’s question as to whether 
all of his children had appeared seems to 
imply that David was not considered of 
much importance. Because David was 
faithful as a shepherd boy he was in line 
for promotion when God’s time arrived, and 
when he appeared before Samuel, the Lord 
indicated His choice. The Spirit of the 
Lord came upon him. While possessing un- 
usual natural gifts, the gift of the Spirit 
was the absolute essential. 


III. David, a King without a King- 
dom. 


While Saul was rejected, the time had 
not yet come for David to be elevated to the 
head of the nation. David needed much 
training before assuming such responsibility. 
Then too, the evil influences inaugurated 
by Saul needed time for development so as 
to be properly discerned and controlled. 


1. David’s Life at the Royal Court (I 
Sam. 17-20). 


a. He was called as a musician to min- 
ister before the king (chs. 16-23). 


b. Victory over Goliath (ch. 17). 


The armies of Saul and the Philistines 
were arrayed against each other. According 
to an ancient custom, the issue was to be 
determined by a combat between two se- 
lected champions. The nation whose cham- 
pion was victorious was to rule. In the 
providence of God, David was sent to the 
camp of Israel in time to hear the boasting 
of the proud Goliath, the Philistine cham- 
p:on. The sight of Israel’s cowardice 
prompted David to offer his service. When 
Goliath beheld David coming against him, 
he cursed him by his gods, showing that it 
was not merely a battle between David and 
Goliath, but between false gods and the true 
God. David ran to meet Goliath, and the 
stone from his sling smote the giant in his 
forehead, felling him to the earth. David 
went forth in the name of the Lord of 
hosts so that all might know that there was 
a God in Israel. 

c. Friendship with Jonathan (ch. 18). 

This friendship has become immortalized 
in the world’s thought. It was unique in 
that it occurred between two men of rival 
worldly interests. Jonathan was the crown 
prince and therefore heir to the throne. 
David was heir according to the divine plan. 
Jonathan knew this and waived his natural, 
personal rights to the one whom God had 
chosen. In the establishment of the cove- 
nant between them, Jonathan stripped him- 
self of his coat, robe, and equipment, giving 
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them to David. This meant a virtual abdi- 
cation of the throne to David. As a friend, 
Jonathan 

(1) Defended David from Saul’s frenzy 
(19 :1-7). 

(2) Revealed to David Saul’s murder- 
ous intent (20:30-40). 

2. David’s Life as an Outcast. 

The praise accorded him following the 
victory over Goliath provoked such violent 
jealousy in the heart of Saul that he sought 
to kill David. Although David had been 
courageous in conflict with the lion and the 
bear and with the Philistine giant, he now 
fled from the presence of the king. 


IV. David Made King (II Sam. 2: 
1-14; 5:1-5). 

1. Over Judah (II Sam. 2:1-14). 

Upon the death of Saul, God directed 
David to proceed to Hebron and was there 
anointed king over Judah. 

2. Over Israel (II Sam. 5:1-5). 

After the death of Ishbosheth, the chil- 
dren of Israel came and formed a league 
with David, anointing him as their king. 
They assigned as their reasons: 

a. He was their brother. 

b. He was their leader in war. 

c. He was the Lord’s choice. 

Jerusalem is now made the capital of the 
united nations.

them tightly. After the insects are partly 
digested, and the nutriment is all out, the 
birds regurgitate the remains and spit it 
out in tiny pellets. 


Birds Without a Song 


Our humming birds have no song. How- 
ever, they are not entirely silent, for their 
wings produce a whir-r-r of rhythmic 
movement, and when these birds are angry 
they often give piercing “squeaks” and 
“twitters.” Perhaps nature thought the 
beautiful colors of the humming birds were 
sufficient adornments for them, and saved 
the song abilities for the birds less bril- 
liantly clothed. 

Their nests are always very inconspicu- 
ous and difficult to find. They are con- 
structed of soft plant parts, such as the 
down of thistles, and are about the size of 
a teaspoon. On the outside of the nest 
there will be bits of bark, moss or lichens 
which help to conceal it. All these may be 
bound together with spider webs. Their 
nests may be high or low, and have been 
reported on almost all kinds of twigs and 
plants. Agnes Akin Atkinson reported, 
in the Nature Magazine, November, 1932, 
that she found a humming bird’s nest on 
an iron pipe of a flood gate unprotected 
from the hot sun, in California. 

The migration of these tiny creatures is 
remarkable. They return in the fall from 
Canada and the United States and go south 
into Mexico and South America. The males 
leave first, usually the last of August or 
early September, and the females linger a 
month or so longer while the young are 
strengthening their wings for the long 
journey.

THE BLOOD OF REDEMPTION 


The precious “blood” is mentioned four 
times in Revelation. Let us note the won- 
derful significance of this fourfold refer- 
efice in its special bearing on our conflict 
and victory in these closing days before 
the coming “wrath of the Lamb” (Rev. 
6:16). 

1. The Delivering Power of the Blood 
—‘“Unto him that . . . loosed us (R. V.) 
from our sins by his blood” (Rev. 1:5), 
i.e., loosed as from fetters, from bondage, 
from captivity, by the payment of what is 
called in Matthew 20:28 “a loosing price” 
(ransom)—sin’s chains broken. 

2. The Purchasing Power of the Blood 
—“Thou wast slain, and hast purchased 
us (R. V.) to God by thy blood” (Rev. 
5:9). It is the same word as that trans- 
lated “bought”—“Ye are bought with a 
price” (I Cor. 6:20; 7:23). It empha- 
sizes the process by which the “loosing” 
from sin (No. 1) was brought about, sin’s 
debt paid, the captive set free. 

3. The Cleansing Power of the Blood— 
“They washed their robes and made them 
white in the blood of the Lamb” (Rev. 
7:14, R. V.), ie., as from defilement. It 
is the treasured assurance of I John 1:7, 
“The blood of Jesus Christ, his Son, 
cleanseth us from all sin.” Sin’s stains re- 
moved. 

4. The Conquering Power of the Blood 
—“They overcame (Gr.: conquered) him 
(the accuser, v. 10) because of the blood 
of the Lamb” (Rev. 12:11), i.e., as knock- 
ing the weapon out of the accuser’s hand. 
Satan’s (“your adversary,” I Pet. 5:8) 
claims dissolved—The Christian,

Introduction: A covenant of friendship 
between David and Jonathan. 

1. Jt is a certain step. Every man must 
take it.

NARROW-MINDEDNESS 


The preacher is sometimes accused of 
being narrow-minded because he insists 
upon the Christian’s forsaking all, to fol- 
low Christ. 

But all of life is narrow, and success is 
to be found only by passing through the 
narrow gate and down the straight way. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness 
in the chemical laboratory. Water is com- 
posed of two parts hydrogen and one part 
oxygen. The slightest deviation from that 
formula is forbidden. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness 
in music. There can be eight notes in an 
octave. The skilled director will not per- 
mit his first violin to play even so much 
as one-half a note off the written note, 
chord and key. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness 
in the mathematics classroom. Neither 
geometry, calculus, nor trigonometry 
allows any variation from exact accuracy, 
even for old time’s sake. The solution of 
the problem is either right or it is wrong— 
no tolerance there. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness 
in biology. One varying result out of a 
thousand experiments will invalidate an 
entire theory. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness 
on the athletic field. The game is played 
according to the rules, with no favors 
shown for charity’s sake. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness 
in the garage. The mechanic there says 
that the piston rings must fit the cylinder 
walls within one-thousandth part of an 
inch. Even between friends there cannot 
be any variation if the motor is to run 
smoothly. 

How, then, shall we expect that broad- 
mindedness shall rule in the realm of re- 
ligion and morals?—Roy L. Smith, in 
Church School Journal.

You can pray any time—in the morning 
as David did; at noon as Daniel did; at 
midnight as Silas did; in childhood, as 
Samuel did; in youth, as Timothy did; 
in manhood, as the centurion did; in age, 
as Simeon did; in sickness, as Job did; 
or in death, like Jacob and the dying 
Christ—J. J. Wray, in Christian Faith 
and Life.

The Christ of the Christian Faith 
Editorial Book Review 


Dr. W. Douglas Mackenzie, president of 
Hartford Seminary Foundation and pro- 
fessor of theology for nearly forty years, 
offers an elaborate study of Jesus’ personal 
religion to prove his thesis that it is the 
consciousness of the historic Christ, carried 
on into His resurrection life, which founded 
Christianity and sustains it today. Unfor- 
tunately consciousness is not strictly a 
scriptural term nor easily defined even by 
psychologists. In our judgment the distin- 
guished author gives here little aid in solv- 
ing what he admits to be the central prob- 
lem of Christology, the relation of the di- 
vine and human elements in the God-man. 
His final sentence, which might well have 
opened the discussion and thus spared us 
much conjecture, discloses belief in Christ’s 
deity. But he ascribes to it no share in re- 
vealing to Jesus His origin and mission on 
earth. Apparently the conception by the 
Holy Spirit bestowed sinlessness, not 
knowledge, and left Him to work His way 
through human conditions to a “hard-won 
faith.” 

Jesus is pictured as limited in outlook, 
though not erring in substance of conscious- 
ness; as seeing far beyond other minds, yet 
only as other minds do, through interpret- 
ing successive events; as using the thought 
forms of His day and race, and “of course 
mistaken” if He believed in a single Isaiah 
or David’s authorship of Psalm 110. But 
by pondering, correcting and developing the 
crude apocalyptic pictures of the Hebrew 
prophets and other teaching of His inherited 
religion, Jesus’ pure soul at length became 
conscious of divine sonship and a call to 
establish new relations between God and 
mankind by dying like the prophesied suf- 
fering Servant. 

From careful examination of the Synop- 
tic Gospels, John’s writings (whether the 
work of the apostle or some other mind), 
Paul’s letters, and Hebrews, as well as the 
consciousness and fellowship with God en- 
joyed by the early Church and her mem- 
bership ever since, Dr. Mackenzie demon- 
strates that the deity of Christ, as always 
believed by orthodox Christians, is the true 
and simplest explanation of historic Chris- 
tianity. Thereby God disclosed Himself to 
man, who otherwise was helpless to find 
out God. 

Our readers will recognize the correct- 
ness of his conclusion while no doubt 
amazed at some of the premises advanced 
and the logical connection assumed. For 
the picture drawn of Jesus is essentially 
erroneous because unscriptural, and if true 


it would invalidate rather than confirm His 
claim to deity. This anomaly appears due 
to attempted harmonizing of orthodoxy and 
liberalism by large concessions to the lat- 
ter, here called the modern mind. Over a 
hundred authorities are quoted, for the most 
part favorably, and these include nearly all 
the outstanding modernists, past and pres- 
ent; but we note the singular omission of 
Dr. J. Gresham Machen, a scholar of front 
rank in this branch of theology and prob- 
ably the leading conservative today. 

In such company our author naturally re- 
jects verbal inspiration. Instead he declares 
we must all share in some measure the criti- 
cal reconstruction of the history of biblical 
literature and rejoice in it as a great boon 
to the faith. Thus he makes allowance for 
a tendency toward legendary additions and 
theological coloration by the ultimate com- 
pilers of the Gospels, and calls the account 
of Jesus’ temptations a parabolic descrip- 
tion of inward struggle. 

Attempts to rewrite the Scripture text 
are invariably accompanied by errors of 
doctrine, hence we are not surprised ani- 
mism is here assumed to be the origin of 
all religion at the dawn of history, and 
Jehovah but a tribal God of the Israelities, 
though even the rude practices and taboos 
of other races express the great principle 
of faith. Long afterward “the doctrines of 
angels and immortality (resurrection) were 
post-exilic, and derived from Babylonian 
and Persian influence.” Finally, the king- 
dom of God has come to pass on earth, the 
Covenant of the League of Nations and 
the Paris Peace Pact embody the ethics of 
Jesus and the utmost height of idealism to 
date, and we can look forward to centuries 
of further progress. However, he warns us 
that an eager waiting for our Lord’s return 
has no doubt produced some bad results in 
the past, and still does when misinterpreted 
and misapplied. He comes only at death, 
we are told. 

Despite these serious faults and its ac- 
ceptance of the documentary theory as 
against inspired accuracy for the Gospels, 
we would not say that this book contains 
no material of real value. It has a chapter 
on the Pauline letters and Hebrews, and an 
explanation of the Logos in relation to an- 
cient philosophy, that are worth while, and 
also it answers more extreme liberalism at 
various points. Nevertheless we cannot rec- 
ommend the book because its viewpoint is 
not uniformly scriptural.

Under seven broader topics, the author has 
braided together thirty-three helpful essays 
that abound in quips and turns of thought that 
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keep the reader on the run. Human nature is 
placed under the microscope of Scripture 
phrase and admonition, and, of course, as the 
Bible looks you over the need for divine grace 
and redemption becomes apparent. The essays 





are in no sense doctrinal, but may be regarded 
as wholesome and inspirational.

Former volumes of similar material have 
attested Mr. Gunn’s ability to present etchings 
of gospel truth with fine definition and per- 
spective. He now makes his way through the 
four Gospels with a mental camera, and the 
snapshots are worth developing. The brief 
treatments of vital things may well prove to 
be acorns as prophecies of oak trees to be. 
Each theme is a good starting point from 
which to make a considerable journey, if so 
inclined. Not intending to mix metaphors, we 
do desire to hint at the value of the book.

The contents of this brochure of forty- 
three pages originally appeared as a series 
of articles in Our Hope and are now wisely 
gathered together in this form for broader 
usefulness. The brochure opens with a de- 
scription of a meeting of the Oxford Group 
in the ball room of the Waldorf Astoria, New 
York, and then passes to a biographical study 
of the leader of the movement, Dr. Frank 
D. Buchman, in which the authorized work of 
Harold Begbie is drawn upon. The bulk of 
the book, however, some eighteen pages, is 
taken up and justifiably, we think, with a 
discussion of “life changing” and the “‘life 
changers,” terms continually met with in the 
literature of the movement. This examina- 
tion is made in the light of the great redemp- 
tion truths of the Word of God, and in the 
judgment of Dr. Gaebelein, while life chang- 
ing may be reformation, it is not regenera- 
tion, a conviction sufficiently fixed in his 
mind to explain the emphasis he lays in his 
next chapter on a denial that the movement 
has a right to call itself “a first century fel- 
lowship.” The work concludes by setting 
forth the spiritual danger involved in the fea- 
tures of guidance and sharing, of which the 
movement makes so much. The author re- 
gards the Buchman conception of guidance as 
a serious delusion and quotes in confirmation 
of it, the noted psychiatrist, G. H. Stevenson, 
M.D., of Toronto, Canada. “We have found 
the whole movement wanting,” says our au- 
thor. “It may be a revival such as Modernism 
desires, destitute of sound doctrine, but it is 
not a revival of the faith once for all delivered 
to the saints, and therefore the true saints of 
God must keep away from it.”

How the New Testament Came to be 
Written, by W. O. Carver. 


A great help in understanding any book of 
the Bible is to know when, where, why, and 
by whom it was written, and to whom it was 
addressed. Such an historical background is 
presented in this book under five chapters 
dealing with the literature of an extending 
gospel, of a growing church, of a developing 
theology, of a controverted faith, and of a 
persecuted people. Dr. Carver deals with the 
forces in operation in the first century which 
made necessary the writing of these books. 
After mentioning the occasion for the writing, 
he gives a brief summary of the book, show- 
ing how it meets the conditions which then 
obtained. We cannot agree with him in his 
interpretation of Revelation, which is merely 
that of a spiritual approach, nor with the 
slight trace of postmillennial teaching in the 
book. However, the latter is not pronounced 
enough and the former does not cover enough 
space to detract materially from its value. 
The book meets a very definite need among 
those who require such background in their 
study of the New Testament, and meets it 
very well.

The Faiths of Mankind, by William 
Paton, M.A. 


Instead of taking the great religions one by 
one as distinct wholes, his book deals com- 
paratively with them as they affect great 
human questions. But the subjects are chosen 
in the light of the Christian understanding 
of life. 

It is the defect of this approach, as the 
author admits in his preface, that no religion 
except Christianity is exhibited as an organic 
whole. On the other hand there is great 
value in studying, as can be done only by this 
method, the common human approach to such 
fundamental problems as Man and His World; 
God; Sin, Suffering and Salvation ; The Good 
Life; The World to Come; Mohammed, 
Buddha and Christ; and The Case for the 
Christian World. These are discussed in 
seven chapters. There are also “Some Dates,” 
a Bibliography, and an Index. 

The main purpose of the book is to con- 
tribute to the exposition of the Christian faith 
by showing the great Christian messages in re- 
lation to the historic questions and answers.

A Conservative Looks to Barth and 
Brunner, by Holmes Rolston. 

After two informing chapters in which, re- 
spectively, an estimation of Barthianism and 
an analysis of its organizing principles are 
presented, the outstanding teachings of Barth- 
ianism are set forth. These are the tran- 
scendence of God; the Word of God; Jesus 
Christ; and the word of the cross. The re- 
maining chapters are given to the Barthian 
relation of the Word of God to theology, to 
ethics, to society, and to history. Rolston 
gives us an illuminating analysis of Barthian- 
ism; one that gives the reader an understand- 
ing conception of this sweeping theology of 
our day. He sees with clearness why Barth- 
ianism favors neither Fundamentalism nor 
Modernism. He comes to understand the 
Barthian view of the Bible, as well as its 
theology of dialectic: phases of the move- 
ment which, to the present writer, represent 
its hazards. He learns how Barthianism, in 
contradistinction to modern society, is a 
crisis religion whose movement is from God 
to man rather than from man to God. He 
sees all this because Rolston has laid bare 
the heart of Barthianism, namely, how Barth 
understands the transcendent and eternal God 
to have invaded time chiefly through the res- 
urrection of Christ. It is one of the most 
helpful expositions of Barthianism thus far 
written.

They minister to the spiritual needs of thousands of 
families unreached by the churches. They conduct Daily 
Vacation Bible Schools, Week Day Bible Schools, Evange- 
listic Meetings and Young People’s Organizations.
